To  the  Chairiiian  and  Ilonbers 
of  the  Health  CoiTiiiittee, 


Mr.  Chairraan,  Ladies  and  Gentlonen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  for  your  consideration  my 
Annual  Report  for  1966,  The  report  includes  details  of  the 
services  provided  by  the  Nest  Riding  County  Council  in  its  No,  1 
Division,  for  this  arrangement  gives  a comprehensive  view  of  our 
activities,  and  has  been  favourably  received  in  previous  years. 

Although  no  major  projects  have  been  completed  since 
the  Training  Centre  and  the  new  Clinic  and  Cffices  were  occupied 
in  1965.,  there  has  been  a considerable  amount  of  discussion  on 
the  provision  of  mini-clinics,  multi-clinics,  and  hea.lth  centres, 
in  which  sphere  the  West  Riding  is  well  advanced.  Cur  record  for 
the  year  v/ill,  therefore,  be  judged  largely  on  statistics,  and 
those  will  shov;  that  all  the  services  have  been  maintained  or 
improved.  Cur  one  new  service  - cervical  c'^tology  for  the  early 
detection  of  cancer  of  the  vjomb,  has  been  very  well  received;  and 
when  combined  with  breast  examination  should  produce  a considera,ble 
reduction  in  the  death  rates  from  cancer  of  those  sites. 

The  staffing  position  in  respect  of  both  public  health 
nurses  and  inspectors  continues  to  be  difficult.  But  the  essential 
v7ork  has  been  covered;  and  f ortuna.tely,  our  only  epidemic  was  of 
measles.  The  inspectors  contribute  the  major  part  of  the  Report. 

I should  like  to  thank  them  for  this  and  for  their  support 
throughout  the  year.  To  the  chief  officers  of  other  departments, 
teachers,  and  hospital  and  famaly  doctors,  I am  also  indebted  for 
co-operation  in  various  a.spects  of  our  work.  Finally,  I should 
like  to  thank  the  members  of  the  eight  Councils  for  their  advice, 
confidence  and  interest;  o.nd  for  their  sympathetic  understanding 
of  problems  v/hich  have  arisen.

COI-II'EMTARY  ON  VCT/vL  STiCTISTICS 


DIKTHS 

The  latest  available  statistics  (1964)  for 
England  and  Wales  show  that  the  trend  towards  a younger  age 
at  raarriage  continues.  Whilst  the  age  at  maternity  continues 
to  decline. 

In  the  Division,  after  adjustment  for  inward  and 
outward  transferable  births  a net  total  of  1,183  was  registered 
during  the  year.  The  adjusted  live  birth  rate  per  thousand  of 
population  is,  therefore,  14.8  compared  v/ith  15.1.,  15.6  and 
14.3  in  the  three  preceding  years.  The  rates  for  the  West 
Riding  Adrdnistrative  County  and  England  and  Wales  in  1966  were 
respectively,  18,0  o.nd  17.7.  Illegitimate  births  numbered  6l 
which  is  not  surprising  when  the  illegitimate  birth  rate  for 
England  and  TJales  has  risen  from  4.7  per  cent  to  7,2  per  cent 
in  the  past  ten  years. 

The  still-births  after  adjustrrent  for  transfer 
numbered  18.  This  gives  a still -birth  rate  per  1,000  live  and 
still -births  of  15.0  compared  v;ith  14.4  for  the  administrative 
County,  and  15.4  for  England  and  Wales. 


DSigHS 

After  correction  for  inward  and  outward  transferable 
deaths,  the  net  total  deaths  in  and  assigned  to  the  Division  was 
1,138.  The  adjusted  death  rate  per  thousand  of  population  is, 
therefore,  14.2  compared  with  figures  of  12.1  for  the  Administrative 
County  and  11.7  for  England  a,nd  Wales. 

Deaths  from  lung  cancer  numbered  40  compared  with 
44,  46,  30,  27,  40  and  24  in  the  six  preceding  years, 

INE/d'ITILE  MORT/lLCTY; 

After  correction  for  transferable  deaths  there  wore 
22  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age.  This  is  a death  rate 
per  thousand  live  births  of  18,6  compared  with  rates  of  19.8., 

20.9.,  17.5.,  31.0  and  20.0  in  the  five  preceding  years. 

The  rates  in  I966  for  the  Administrative  County 
and  England  and  Hales  were  respectively  19.3  and  19.0.  Of  the 
22  deaths  8 were  attributable  to  congenital  r,ialf  or  nations,  4 to 
pneumonia  and  10  to  va.rious  other  diseases.

SECTION  B. 


GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 
FOR  THE  AREA, 


HOSPIT/iL  SERVICES; 


A revision  of  The  Hospital  Plan  was  published  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health  in  May,  and  certain  proposals  are  of  interest.  In  the  Manchester 
Region  it  is  proposed  to  continue  the  development  of  Blackburn  Royal  Infirmary, 
the  Royal  Lancaster  Infirmary,  and  Burnley  General  Hospital-  as  district 
hospitals.  Entirely  new  district  hospitals  are  to  be  built  at  Harrogate 
and  Eastburni  some  hospital  facilities  will  be  retodned  at  Kendal;  Otley 
General  Hospital  will  be  retained  'until  St,  James's  Hospital  and  Leeds 
General  Infirmary  are  rebuilt  on  their  existing  sites;  and  a new  district 
hospital  will  be  b-uilt  in  Bradford  to  share  the  work  ^^;ith  the  Royal  Infirmary. 
Construction  of  the  new  650  bed  hospital  at  Eastburn  commenced  during  the 
aut-umn.  The  completion  date  is  J'une  1969. , and  the  cost  will  be  over  £4 
million.  The  allocation  of  beds  and  supporting  facilities  based  on  the 
original  (1962)  Hospital  Plan  was  as  follows 

Acute  medical  and  surgical  beds:  3.3  per  1000  population. 

Maternity  bods:  Sufficient  for  70  per  cent  of 

confinements  to  take  place  in 
hospita,!  with  a sto.y  of  ten  days. 

Geriatric  beds;  10  per  1000  persons  aged  65  & over. 

Mental  Illness  beds:  Reducing  to  1.8  per  1000  population 

Mental  Subnormality  beds:  1.3  per  1000  population. 

But  it  is  pointed  out  that  the  significance  of  the  bed  as  the  unit  for 
measuring  hospital  provision  can  be  exaggerated.  And  that  earlier  discharge 
combined  with  improvements  in  the  ancilla.ry  n.nd  domiciliary  health  and  welfare 
services  can  help  to  reduce  the  time  spent  in  hospita.1  beds  by  many  patients. 
This,  in  fact,  is  already  happening  with  increasing  numbers  being  discharged 
48  heurs  after  confinement;  discharge  on  the  same  day  following  certain  types  ' 
of  surgery;  the  provision  of  day  hospitals  for  geriatric  patients;  and  the 
provision  of  bettor  training  facilities  and  after-care  for  the  mentally 
s'ubnormal  o.nd  the  mentally  ill. 

This  emphasis  on  district  hospitals  is  interesting  for  three  reasons,  , 
Firstly,  because  the  hospitals  inherited  by  the  National  Health  Service  in  i 
1948  wore  mostly  voluntary  and  virtually  -unplanned  as  to  size  and  location,  j 
Secondly,  because  modern  Medicine  and  Surgery  demand  an  extensive  range  of 
highly  technical  services  which  can  only  bo  provided  in  large  units.  The  I 
third  reason  is  the  possibility  of  the  district  hospital  eventually  becoming  | 
the  focal  point  of  the  Area  Health  Board,  which  would  be  responsible  for  all  ; 
health  and  welfare  services.  Such  a board  would  make  the  best  use  of  our  i. 
medical,  nursing  and  ancillary  staffs;  and  go  far  to  removing  the  many  ' 

disadvantages  of  the  existing  tripartite  structure  of  hospital,  local  health  j 
authority,  and  general  practitioner  seivices.  I

In  the  last  Annual  Report  comment  was  made  that  "there  can  bo  little  || 
complaint  about  our  beds  and  waiting  lists".  Further  discussion  on  local  ji 
provision  will,  therefore,  bo  deferred  until  next  year,  when  full  details  of  j 
the  arrangements  to  bo  expected  in  1969  will  probably  be  available.  '

LilBORATORY  SERVICES; 

The  Public  Health  Laboratories  at  Bradford,  Wakefield  and  Preston  take 
samples  of  millc,  water,  ice-cream  and  other  foods.  Also  specimens  for 
bactoriologica.1  examination.  They  continue  to  provide  an  excellent  service 
with  their  Directors  available  for  consultation  whenever  required.

3.  TREATIENT  CSIHRES  Am  GLIIIIGS; 


The  County  Council  provides  clinics  for  Child 
Welfare,  Physiotherapy,  Relaxation  and  Mothercraft,  Speech 
Therapy,  Child  Guidance,  Cervical  Cytology  and  Dental  Treatment, 

Details  and  attendances  are  given  in  Section  F.  The  Regional 
Hospital  Board  provides  a clinic  for  the  diagnosis  and  treatment 
of  tuberculosis  and  the  supervision  of  contacts.  This  is  at 
Skipton  Hospital  where  X-ray  and  laboratory  facilities  are  at 
hand.  The  Board  also  provides  a Venereal  Diseases  Clinic  at 
Keighleyj  there  are  similar  clinics  at  Burnley,  Preston  and 
Lancaster.  Skipton  Hospital  has  a full  range  of  medical  and 
surgical  clinics,  including  paediatrics,  radiotherapy,  dermatology 
and  psychiatry. 

A Family  Planning  Clinic  is  held  at  Skipton  Hospital 
on  Wednesday  evenings.  In  addition  to  advice  on  contraception, 
it  is  also  the  aim  to  help  married  couples  with  emotional 
difficulties  and  problems  of  infertility.  The  tendency  is, 
therefore,  towards  an  individual  medical  consultation,  which  is 
in  line  with  the  advice  given  in  a Ilinistry  of  Health  Circular 
issued  in  Febima.ry,  This  Circular  was  important  - it  has  even 
been  described  as  historic  - for  it  advocated  not  only  the 
establishment  of  small  clinics  wherever  they  are  needed,  but  a 
domiciliary  service  in  co-operation  with  local  health  authorities. 
Discussions  are  now  being  held  to  that  end,  for  it  has  been 
estimated  that  only  a tenth  of  married  women  seek  advice  from 
these  clinics.  Limiting  the  growth  of  the  human  population  is 
one  of  the  biggest  public  health  problems  facing  the  world  to-day. 

The  already  great  pop-ulations  of  Asia,  Africa  and  Latin  America 
will  have  more  than  doubled  by  the  end  of  the  century.  And  there 
is  no  sign  at  present  of  world  food  production  being  able  to  keep 
up  \Jith  these  forecast  increases  of  population.  Sven  at  home  there 
are  still  families  living  in  poverty  - one  in  every  six  children 
in  Britain,  according  to  a recent  publication.  Furthermore,  there 
has,  in  recent  years,  been  an  increase  of  45  per  cent  in  the  number 
of  families  with  six  or  more  children.  And  it  is  the  families 
(social  classes  4 and  5)  who  can  least  afford  it  v;ho  are  so  prolific. 

The  Cervical  Cytology  Clinic  was  started  in  January, 
and  has  held  sessions  in  Skipton,  Silsden,  Earby,  Barnoldswick,  Settle, 
Ingleton,  Clitheroe  and  Sedbergh.  This  clinic  has  two  objecti-ves| 

(i)  the  early  detection  of  C3.ncer  of  the  neck  of  the  womb  - i.e., 
detection  in  a curable  state  by  the  microscopic  examination  of  cells. 

(ii)  The  training  of  women  to  imdertake  self -examina.t ion  of  the 
breasts  at  regular  intervals,  so  that  cancer  in  that  situation  can 
be  diagnosed  much  earlier  than  it  is  at  present.  The  clinic  is 
staffed  by  a woman  doctor,  two  nurses  and  a clerk j and  has  had  a 
very  successful  year.  1,563  patients  have  attended  the  clinic. 

16  have  been  found  to  have  early  cancers  and  have  been  treated  in 
hospital  v;ith  every  prospect  of  complete  cure,  3S  patients  with 
abnormalities  in  the  breast  have  been  referred  to  their  doctors. 

If  all  women  between  30  and  55  will  take  advantage  of  this  service, 
the  present  depressing  statistics  for  cancer  of  the  womb  and  breast 
will  be  grea.tly  improved. 

These  clinics  have  also  been  a help  to  ma.ny  women  seeking 
reassurance  and  advice  for  sjnnptoms  about  which  they  have  previously 
felt  unable  to  consult  a doctor.  This,  it  appears,  is  the  general 
experience  at  cytology  clinics  in  this  country. 


4.  DOMICILIARY  SERVICES;

The  provision  of  home  niirses,  midwives,  health  visitors, 
and  home  helps  is  the  responsibility  of  the  County  Council.  Details 
will  be  found  in  Section  F. 

5.  WELF/iRE  SERVICES  FOR  THE  HAIOICilPPED. 

The  services  available  for  the  Blind,  the  Deaf,  and  for 
those  who  are  substantially  and  permanently  handicapped  and  crippled 
by  physical  disabilities  have  been  described  in  previous  reports. 

They  are  under  the  administrative  control  of  the  Divisional  Welfare 
Officer,  and  there  are  no  particular  developments  to  report, 

6.  N/JIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACTS,  1948  AM)  1951. 

These  Acts  provide  for  the  removal  to  hospital  or  other 
suitable  place  of  persons  who  - 

(a)  are  suffering  from  grave,  chronic  disease,  or  being  aged 
or  physically  incapacitated,  are  living  in  insanitary 
conditions  and  - 

(b)  are  unable  to  devote  to  themselves  and  are  not  receiving 
from  other  persons,  proper  care  and  attention. 

Under  the  first  Act  application  for  removal  is  made  to  a 
Magistra.tes  Court.  Under  the  second  an  order  can  be  made  by  a Justice 
of  the  Peace,  and  is  used  in  cases  of  urgency.  In  either  case  it  is  a 
melancholy  proceeding,  and  a great  responsibility  for  the  M.O.H.  For 
although  he  may  be  sure  that  a certain  old  person  would  be  far  better 
off  in  a home,  the  old  person  can  rarely  be  made  to  see  this.  The  house 
or  room  which  she  inhabits  may  be  bare  and  dirty,  but  no  matter  how 
primitive,  it  is  her  room  and  private  fortress.  The  person  is  almost 
always  a recluse,  and  she  wants,  above  all,  freedom  to  eat  or  not  when 
she  v/ishes|  to  lie  in  bed  until  noon,  or  walk  about  in  the  middle  of 
the  night;  and  not  to  have  life  regulated  in  what  (and  despite  all 
improvements)  is  still  regarded  as  the  workhouse.  Four  old  ladies  were 
under  review  during  the  year.  One  became  acutely  ill  and  died  in  hospital. 
Another  (in  retrospect)  should  have  been  compulsorily  removed  before  she 
became  ill;  for  she  too,  had  to  be  admitted  and,  contrary  to  all 
expectations,  has  been  quite  happy  there  these  past  eight  months.  A 
third  was  eventually  persuaded  to  go  to  hospital  after  months  of  effort 
and  providing  such  home  care  as  v;as  possible  - and  acceptable.  The  fourth 
was  still  under  observation  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

7.  NUCLEAR  RADIATION  HAZARDS. 

Seven  Government  ministries  and  the  Home  Office  continue  to 
watch  the  levels  of  radio-activity  in  the  atmosphere,  water,  soil,  human 
bones,  farm  animals,  herbage,  milk  and  other  foods  by  complicated  and 
highly  refined  radio-chemical  analysis.  Assurances  have  been  given  that 
there  is  no  cause  for  anxiety,  some  levels  tending  to  fall  in  1965, 

Whilst  in  the  first  half  of  1966  the  concentration  of  caesium  - 137  and 
strontium  - 90  (long  lived  fission  products)  in  air  and  rain  over  Britain 
were  less  than  half  of  those  in  the  corresponding  period  of  1965.  The 
Chinese  and  French  explosions  in  mid-1966  contributed  very  little  to  the 
long-lived  radio-activity  in  the  atmosphere. 

8.  CIVIL  DEFENCE; 

Plans  for  dispersal  and  billeting,  and  for  training  in  first-aid 
and  homo  nursing  have  been  mentioned  in  previous  reports.  Perhaps  the  only 
point  to  make  here  is  the  Government  cut  in  expendittire  on  this  account 
which  was  announced  in  December.

In  the  latest  annual  report  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  it 
is  stated  that  the  known  association  of  air  pollution  with  chest 
disease,  and  in  particular  with  bronchitis,  the  comnonest  cause  of 
chronic  illness  in  Great  Britain,  is  a clear  indication  of  the  need 
to  make  renewed  efforts  to  reduce  air  pollution  in  the  black  areas. 

And  quite  apart  from  the  obvious  effect  in  terns  of  huroan  suffering, 
other  diseases  constitute  an  economic  dra.in  on  the  country  which 
far  outweighs  the  costs  of  creating  snoke  control  areas.  Although 
there  are  no  ’black  areas’  in  Craven,  it  is  obviously  desirable  that 
oiir  air  should  be  cleaned  up.  In  the  Skipton  Urban  District  good 
progress  is  being  made  with  the  ten  year  prograimne,  the  third  zone 
becoming  smokeless  in  September.  Barnoldswick  will  probably  be  the 
next  authority  to”go  smokeless”.  Meanwhile,  all  the  inspectors  continue 
to  keep  a close  watch  on  factory  chimneys j and  to  ’’preach  the  gospel” 
of  clean  air  to  new  householders  and  others  by  advising  on  suitable  fires 
and  smokeless  fuels. 

Unfortunately,  no  progress  appears  to  have  been  made  in  dealing 
with  the  nuisance  arising  from  lime  burning  in  several  places  in  the 
Division;  a process  which  is  now  under  the  control  of  the  AU^ali  Works 
Inspectorate. 

10.  FOOD  HYGIENE; 

To  ensure  that  no  dangerous  food  whatsoever  reaches  the 
public  it  would  be  necessary  to  have  a system  of  wholesale,  expensive 
and  uneconomic  bacteriological  sampling.  As  such  is  not  practicable 
it  is  important  to  interrupt  any  possible  chain  of  infection  between 
the  buying  of  food  and  the  eating.  Generally  speaking  this  succeeds, 
but  there  are  occasional  break-throughs,  most  often  in  communal  feeding. 

The  latest  available  report  on  food  poisoning  in  England  and  Wales  (1965) 
shows  that  although  the  total  number  of  outbreaks  and  sporadic  cases  was 
6 per  cent  less  than  in  1964. > 13  por  cent  more  people  were  affected. 

The  number  was  11,317,  A large  number,  but  nevertheless  21  per  cent  less 
than  the  average  for  the  previous  ten  years.  Nineteen  fatal  cases  were 
recorded. 

The  food  responsible  showed  the  usual  pattern  with  pre-cooked, 
roade-up,  or  reheated  meat  dishes  responsible  for  most  of  the  outbreaks 
caused  by  Clostridiura  welchii.  Unpasteurised  milk  v;as  incriminated  in 
six  outbreaks  of  Salmonella  typhi -murium  infection.  Three  other  outbreaks 
were  on  farms  where  calves  were  infected  with  this  organism.  Staphylococci 
produced  fewer  incidents,  but  they  involved  larger  numbers  of  people. 

Three  large  outbreaks  occurred  in  schools,  including  one  where  the  same 
organism  was  found  in  pressed  tongue  served  for  lunch  and  the  septic  finger 
of  the  cook. 

Only  one  outbreak  of  chemical  poisoning  was  reported.  It  was 
due  to  contamination  of  a sack  of  flour  by  an  aromatic  amine  which  had  been 
spilled  on  the  floor  of  a bakery  van  the  same  day,  84  persons  developed 
jaundice  after  eating  bread  made  from  the  contaminated  flour. 

It  might  be  appropriate  to  mention  here  a two-year  enquiry  which 
the  Advisory  Committee  on  Pesticides  and  other  Toxic  Chemicals  has  begun. 
More  than  2,000  samples  of  food,  bought  at  random,  will  be  tested  by 
public  analysts  to  discover  whether  any  traces  of  pesticides  remain. 

Whilst  these  pesticides  - o.g, , aldrin,  D.D.T.,  dieldrin,  endosulfan, 

T.D.E.  and  Toxaphene  - are  very  effective  in  controlling  particular  pests 
and  diseases  by  application  to  animals,  plants  or  the  soil,  they  do  not 
degrade  into  harmless  substances,  but  retain  their  toxic  properties  and 
sometimes  find  their  way  into  situations  whore  they  can  accumulate,  are 
unwelcome  and  ca.n,  in  sufficient  concentration,  do  harm.  It  is  stated 
that  the  main  purpose  of  this  survey  is  to  dispel  public  alarm  by  finding 
out  the  truth. 

11.  WMER  SUPPLIES: 


The  bulk  of  water  supplied  to  the  Division  comes  from  four 
organisations  - viz..  The  Craven,  Lalces  and  Lune,  Bradford  Corporation, 
and  Fylde  Water  Boards.  But  there  are  still  a large  number  of  villages, 
hamlets  and  isolated  properties  with  private  supplies.  Some  of  these 
are  unsatisfactory,  as  v;ill  bo  seen  from  the  reports  of  the  public  health 
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inspectors  in  Section  D.  It  is  highly  desirable  that  the  boards  should  i I 
take  over  more  of  these  supplies,  even  if  they  regard  then  as  isolated  j I 
or  uneconomic;  for  having  assumed  the  functions  of  the  district  councils  | 
as  water  undertakers  they  have  a duty  to  provide  pure  water  as  a public  | , 
health  measure.  In  other  respects  co-operation  is  satisfactory,  with  j i. 
an  e xchange  of  information  on  bacteriological  analyses;  and  with  the  i 
medical  officer  of  health  and  his  staff  available  to  give  advice  on  j 
medical  and  other  aspects  of  water  undertakings.  1 i; 

With  regard  to  the  fluoridation  of  drinking  water  - that  is  | 
making  good  the  deficiencies  of  fluoride  to  the  extent  of  one  part 
per  million  - the  position  has  improved  by  the  recent  acceptance  of  : 

fluoridation  by  the  Bradford  Corporation.  That  makes  three  out  of 
our  four  boards  in  fa.vour.  And  the  County  Council  (as  the  loca.l  health 
authority)  prepared  to  meet  the  cost.  Unfortunately,  progress  has  been 
very  slow,  even  where  there  has  been  complete  agreement  on  this  important 
piece  of  preventive  medicine.  But  negotiations  continue  - as  does  the 
clamour  of  the  misguided  minority  who  always  oppose  scientific  advance,  ir! 
whether  it  be  immunisatioji,  vaccination,  fluorida*tion,  chlorination  of  i 
dangerous  water,  or  paste^isation  of  infected  milk.  ' 

12.  HYGIENE  ON  THE  HIGHl'JAYS;  , 

Comment  was  made  in  last  year's  report  on  the  disgraceful  ! 
state  of  lay-byes,  casual  parking  places,  and  picnic  spots.  By  the 
end  of  the  summer  many  of  them  are  littered  with  discarded  food,,  broken  ■ 
bottles,  and  excreta;  and  with  increasing  leisure  and  car  ownership  1 
this  problem  is  going  to  get  worse.  V/hilst  the  district  councils  have  | 
gone  a long  way  towards  providing  sanitary  conveniences  in  villages,  thep 
County  Council's  provision  of  picnic  sites  and  lay -byes  with  toilet  | 

facilities  is,  unfortunately,  still  in  the  planning  stage.  And  the  j' 

control  of  camping  on  roadsides  must  await  the  Registration  of  Common  Land> 
which  is  not  due  to  start  until  January  1967  and  which  will  be  spread  | , 
over  a period  of  three  years.  Even  then  it  will  be  impossible  to  patrol J 
a large  rural  district  with  the  available  staff.  ! 

A further  threat  to  our  health  and  amenities  arises  from  [ 
the  "Countryside  Policy"  announced  during  the  year  as  an  amendment  to  j 
the  National  Parks  and  Access  to  the  Countryside  Act,  1949.  Under  this  ; 
policy  local  authorities  (with  Exchequer  assistance)  will  be  expected  to  | 
provide  places  whore  people  can  picnic,  look  at  the  view,  and  children  i 
play  games.  They  would  vary  from  a few  acres  to  large  areas  kept  in  j: 
their  natural  state,  some  with  facilities  for  bathing  or  boating.  j 

The  idea  is  that  such  places  would  enable  people  to  enjoy  their  leisure  j 
in  the  open  without  travelling  too  far  and  adding  congestion  to  the  roads. 
And,by  concentrating  gregarious  activities  in  particular  places, the  j 1 

annoyance  caused  by  visitors  and  their  cars  to  farmers,  landowners  and 
residents  would  be  reduced.  There  is,  undoubtedly,  a groat  deal  to  be 
said  in  favour  of  such  a policy.  But  as  the  local  rate -payers  derive  ; 
little  or  no  benefit  at  all  from  those  week-end  and  holiday  invasions, 
it  would  be  unrealistic  to  expect  them  to  foot  the  bill.  j 

13.  CREMATION;  i 

The  demandfdr  creiaation  as  a means  of  disposal  of  the  | 

dead  increases  year  by  year.  The  Division  is  well  served  by  crematoria  i I 
at  Skipton,  Keighley,  Burnley,  Shipley,  Harrogate,  Lancaster,  Leeds  and  j 
Bradford.  792  cremations  took  place  at  Skipton  during  the  year.  ;

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SECTION  C. 


PREVALENCE  ia^ID  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES, 

The  following  diseo.ses  are  notifiable  in  the  Division 

Snallpox,  chlorea,  diphtheria,  mernbranous  croup,  erysipelas,  scarlet 
fever,  typhoid,  typhus,  relapsing  fever,  food  poisoning,  measles, 
whooping-cough,  meningococcal  infection,  acute  polionyolitis  (paralj^tic 
and  non-paralytic)  acute  encephalitis  (infective  and  post -infectious) 
ophthalmia  neonatorum,  puerperal  pyrexia,  tuberculosis, malaria,  dysentery, 
acute  primary  and  influenzal  pneumonia,  plague  and  anthrax. 


1.  DIPHTHERIA. 

It  is  well  270 cognised  that  small  outbreaks  of  this 
disease  will  continue  to  occur  in  this  country  until  a higher  percentage 
of  children  are  immunised.  Throe  years  ago  there  was  such  an  outbreak 
in  Keighley,  This  year  the  nearest  outbreak  was  in  Derbyshire.  Two 
yoi2ng  brothers  diedj  neither  had  been  immunised. 

2.  ANTHRAX. 

This  is  an  occupational  disease  in  tanneries | gelatin, 
soap  and  bone-meal  factories;  and  certain  woollen  mills.  A vaccine 
is  now  available  to  protect  those  at  risk,  a.nd  certain  hospitals  are 
designated  to  treat  any  cases  which  may  occur. 

3.  MEASLES; 

This  disease  is  acquired  by  nearly  everybody  at  some  time 
in  their  lives,  and  usually  before  the  age  of  15  years.  It  has  a low 
fatality  rate  of  2 per  10,000  notifications  here,  although  in  other 
parts  of  the  World  it  may  be  as  high  as  20  per  cent.  The  complication 
rate,  however,  remains  high  with  bronchitis,  pneumonia,  and  otitis  media 
common;  and  disturbances  of  the  nervous  system  not  infrequent. 

An  effective  vaccine  has,  therefore,  much  to  offer,  but  those  available 
at  present  often  produce  fever  and  rashes.  Countrywide  vaccination  has, 
therefore,  not  boon  recommended.  Nor  is  it  lilcely  to  be  until  we  can 
mount  a national  programme  which  must  ensure  virtually  complete  acceptance 
of  vaccination  for  all  susceptible  children  under  seven  years  of  age ; 
for  anything  short  of  that  would  leave  a population  with  a growing  nuiiber 
of  older  suscoptibles  among  whom  a serious  opidemc  might  develop  in 
later  years.  Measles  was  prevalent  in  some  part  of  the  Division  for  most 
of  the  year;  there  being  909  notifications  compared  with  1,006, , 772 
and  1,279  in  the  three  preceding  years. 

4.  INFLUENZA. 

The  Division  shared  in  the  extensive  outbreak  which 
affected  Yorkshire  in  January  and  February.  The  pattern  seemed  to  be 
that  older  people  suffered  f27om  a Vi27us  A infection,  and  many  were  quite 
ill.  Younger  patients  had  a much  less  severe  illness  due  mainly  to  Virus  B. 

5.  SC/JILET  FEVER; 

80  cases  were  notified  compared  with  75,  43?  20  and  47 
in  the  four  preceding  years.  They  were  mild  and  almost  all  nursed  at 
home. 

6.  ENTERIC ; 

Reference  was  made  in  last  year’s  Report  to  two  cases 
of  paratyphoid  in  the  Division  contracted  by  drinking  unpasteurised 
milk  in  the  Blackpool  a.rea.  Full  details  of  this  outbreak  now  available 
reveal  that  there  v;ere  over  750  cases  and  excreters  of  the  germ,  and 
that  all  this  trouble  arose  from  one  cow  which  was  found  to  be  heavily 
infected  at  post-moiTtem. 
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Although  the  1964  typhoid  outbreak  in 
Aberdeen  has  been  happily  forgotten  by  most  people,  it  still  means 
a lot  of  work  for  the  City's  health  department.  This  involves  - 
(a)  a periodical  check-up  on  the  507  ex-patients  to  identify  any 
carriers  amongst  themj  (b)  sever  swabbing  and  back  tracing  of 
organisms  to  smaller  sewers  and  ultimately  to  house  drains,  to 
identify  any  person  who  became  a healthy  carrier  during  the 
outbreak,  and  (c)  intensive  education  of  the  public  - and  especially 
food  handlers  - in  food  hygiene.  It  is  important  that  the  public 
should  be  told  of  such  measures  as  these;  which  can  only  be  undertaken 
by  an  effective  team  of  public  health  personnel,  ready  at  all  times  to 
deal  with  any  eventuality* 

There  were  no  cases  of  enteric  in  the  Division 
during  the  year.  One  carrier  who  had  typhoid  30  years  ago  remains 
under  observation, 

7.  SM/iLLPOX ; 

The  mild  variety  of  smallpox,  variola  minor,  was 
endemic  in  England  between  1923  and  1934.  In  1927  nearly  15,000  cases 
were  notified.  It  appeared  again  in  February,  1966. , and  29  cases  occurred 
in  the  Midlands,  with  other  cases  in  South  Wales,  Limcashire  and 
Warwickshire,  apparently  quite  unconnected.  These  outbreaks  were  under 
control  by  the  end  of  June,  and  although  the  illness  was  generally  so 
mild  as  to  be  confused  initially  with  chicken  pox,  it  caused  a lot  of 
bother.  Travellers  to  Europe  and  beyond  were  greatly  inconvenienced, 
many  having  to  bo  vaccinated  or  re-vaccinated  at  very  short  notice. 

Variola  major  did  not  occur  in  1966,,  which  is 
surprising:-  (a)  with  air  travel  from  the  endemic  foci  in  Asia  and 
Africa  increasing  every  year;  (b)  a record  of  50  cases  being  imported 
into  Europe  in  the  past  five  years,  causing  250  secondary  cases,  and 
several  deaths;  (c)  little  more  than  25  per  cent  of  our  children  being 
vaccinated  each  year.  In  face  of  this  threat  it  is  necessary  to  repeat 
previous  advice  and  say  that  vaccination  is  extremely  effective;  that 
re -vaccination  gives  well-nigh  absolute  protection  for  a certain  number 
of  years;  and  that  vaccination  in  childhood  reduces  very  considerably 
the  risks  of  death  or  complications  in  smallpox  contracted  at  any  time 
in  later  life, 

8.  BRUCELLOSIS; 

This  disease  has  been  eradicated  in  several  countries 
and  much  pressure  has  been  exerted  over  the  years  for  the  introduction  of 
a scheme  in  England  and  Wales,  It  would  be  costly  (a  figure  of  £50  millions 
has  been  suggested),  and  presumably  must  now  await  more  favourable  economic 
conditions.  In  the  interim  the  Ministry  of  Health  has  given  advice 
in  Circular  17/66  that  mill:  which  has  not  been  heat-treated  should  be 
subjected  to  the  ring  test  at  least  monthly.  That  is  applicable  to 
four  per  cent  of  milk  supplies.  And  further  advised  that  if  an  infected 
animal  has  been  found  and  removed,  then  the  rest  of  the  herd  should  be 
subjected  to  two  milk  ring  tests  at  intervals  of  four  to  six  weeks  to 
make  certain  that  the  infection  has  been  completely  eradicated.  The  ring 
test  is  a reliable  screening  test  for  brucella  infection,  confirmed 
where  necessary  by  bacteriological  culture  or  guinea  pig  inoculation. 

The  eradication  scheme  now  under  discussion  by 
interested  organisations  aims,  as  a first  step,  at  building  up  a register 
of  brucella -free  herds  to  provide  a reservoir  of  brucella -free  replacements. 
A survey  in  1964  showed  that  14  per  cent  of  adult  female  cattle  would 
react  to  diagnostic  tests,  some  because  of  previous  vaccination  by 
Strain  19  and  not  because  of  infection.  It  would  bo  impracticable  to 
slaughter  such  a proportion  of  our  female  cattle,  when  the  reactors  are 
no  risk  to  health  (presumably  when  all  their  milk  is  pasteurised), 

/md  the  argument  is  that  such  animals  should  be  allowed  to  live  out 
their  working  lives,  Mearir/hilo,  the  voluntary  register  of  brucella 
free  herds  v;ill  be  compiled  by  testing  on  behalf  of  the  ILLnistry  of 
Agriculture,  Herds  passing  all  preliminary  tests  will  be  registered  as 
'supervised'.  At  that  stage  a final  test  will  be  made  o,nd  compensation 
will  be  paid  for  any  reactors  found  and  slaughtered.  The  herd  owner  will 
have  to  abide  by  certain  instructions  relating  to  fencing  and  to  purchase 
of  cattle  to  minimize  the  risk  of  further  infection.  And  after  a sufficient 
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number  of  herds  ho.ve  been  entered  on  the  voluntary  register, 
consideration  will  bo  given  to  compulsory  eradiertion,  area  by 
area. 

9.  VEFERSAL  DIS3ASES: 


In  England  and  Hales  in  the  past  seven  years  the 
incidence  of  early  syphilis  has  trebled  in  men  and  doubled  in 
women.  The  highest  incidence  is  in  London  and  the  major  ports. 
The  incidence  of  gonorrhoea  remains  at  a high  level.  The  bulk 
of  these  infections  is  among  people  of  25  years  and  older,  and 
not  amongst  the  projniscuous  teenagers.  As  both  diseases  are 
readily  treatable,  health  education  and  contact  tracing  need  to 
be  greatly  expanded.  Fortunately,  these  diseases  have  never  been 
a problem  in  this  Division,  for  although  cases  mo.y  be  treated 
privately  the  figures  provided  by  the  V.D.  clinics  show  only 
seven  cases. 

10.  TUBERCULOSIS; 


There  is  not  a grea-t  deal  to  report  under  this  heading  as 
procedures  now  follow  on  well  esta.blished  lines.  These  consist  of 
case  finding,  with  the  liberal  use  of  X-rays  on  those  with  persistent 
coughs,  particularly  the  elderly.  And  the  use  of  the  Mass  Miniature 
Radiography  Unit,  which  spends  four  weeks  in  the  Division  each  year. 
The  results  of  its  latest  survey  are  as  follows 

1.  Examinations  carried  out ; 

(a.)  Miniature  films  taken;  5^661 

(b)  Number  recalled  for  large  films:  44 

2.  Ana.lysis  of  provisiona.l  findings; 

(a)  Cases  of  active  tuberculosis:  4 

(b)  Cases  of  inactive  tuberculosis;  11 

(c)  Other  abnormalities:  17 

The  finding  of  a new  case  may  involve  admission  to 
hospital,  depending  largely  on  the  e^cbent  of  the  disease  and  the 
home  circumstances.  In  either  event  treatment  with  the  three  standard 
drugs,  (streptomycin,  P.A.S.,  and  I.N.H)  can  usually  be  expected  to 
produce  rapid  improvement,  with  conversion  of  the  sputum  if  previously 
positive.  Search  is  then  made  amongst  the  famil^r  and  other  contacts, 
and  they  are  X-rayed  to  see  if  they  he.ve  become  infected  with  the 
tuberculosis  germs.  If  not  infected  - as  judged  by  X-rays  and 
tuberculin  slcin  tests  - the  younger  age  groups  are  offered  B.C.G. 
vaccination  as  a protection  against  subsequent  infection. 

This  form  of  vaccination  is  also  available  to  all 
thirteen  year  old  children,  for  the  percentage  who  have  encountered 
tuberculosis  prior  to  that  age  is  falling  year  by  year.  E.G.G. 
gives  them  a high  degree  of  immunity  through  adolescence.  It  is 
also  given  to  babies  born  into  households  where  there  is  judged  to 
be  some  danger  of  infection  from  parents  or  relatives. 

There  a.rs  certain  circuiTistances  in  which  tuberculosis 
could  bo  disseminated  very  easily,  and  it  is  for  that  reason  that  all 
teachers  and  other  schools  staffs  are  X-rayed  before  they  commence 
employment ; and  urged  to  attend  for  X-ray  periodically  thereafter. 

In  all  this  work  we  have  a very  close  liaison  with  the  chest  physician, 
which  is  helped  by  the  attendance  of  health  visitors  at  his  clinics 
on  a rota  basis.  The  number  of  cases  notified  during  the  year  was  9. 
Three  of  these  were  elderly  people  where  it  is  thought  the  disease 
had  become  active  after  many  years  of  quiescence  or  appo.ront  cure| 
and  three  were  Palcistanis.  Five  cases  were  non-pulmono.ry  (i.o,, 
disease  outside  the  lungs).  There  were  235  na,mos  on  the  tuberculosis 
register  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
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11.  OTHER  DISEASES; 

These  were  few.  Even  the  mild  Sonne  dysentery  which 
often  affects  the  junior  schools  provided  only  one  case,  and  that 
was  in  a boarding  school.  But  there  was  a good  deal  of  the  non- 
notifiable  epidemic  gastro -enteritis,  a virus  disease  which  has  been  | 
mentioned  in  previous  reports  as  often  occurring  in  hotels,  hostels  j 
and  camps.  The  pneumonia  notifications  are  unlikely  to  be  correct,  I 
and  with  its  low  infectivity  and  rapid  ciire  there  seems  little  point  j 

in  notifying  it  these  doys.  Erysipelas  could  be  removed  from  the  1 

list  for  similar  reasons.  Whooping  cough  provided  45  notifications 
compared  with  9,  15S,  33>  26  and  in  the  five  preceding  years.  j 

Food  poisoning  has  been  referred  to  in  Section  B.  As  no  notifications  i 
were  received  it  is  safe  to  assume  that  no  outbreak  of  any  size  j 

occurred;  although  there  may  have  been  sporadic  cases  and  family  ' 

outbreaks  which  did  not  come  to  the  notice  of  any  doctor,  !

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Diiring  part  of  the  year  considerable  difficulty 
was  experienced  with  regard  to  tip  fires.  Onset  was  thought  to 
be  of  a malicious  nature,  and  caused  concern  to  the  Council  and 
Fire  Authorities.  It  was  thought  advisable  to  provide  a water 
point  for  fire  control  from  the  water  min  which  is  in  close 
proximity  to  the  tip  areas.  The  Craven  Water  Board  has  this  in 
hand.  Suitable  covering  material  for  completed  areas  of  the  tip 
proved  a difficulty,  the  top  soil  being  very  shallow  before  striking 
heavy  clay  which  does  not  provide  suitable  cover,

Of  the  31  grants  approved  during  the  year  only  two  were  for 
tenanted  properties,  the  remaining  29  being  for  owner  occupied 
premises.  The  total  amounts  paid  on  completed  grants  were 
Standard  £2,039  and  Discretionary  £2,835. 

No  new  Council  houses  have  been  built  during  the  year,  but 
29  vacancies  have  occurred  in  existing  properties.  5 of  these 
have  been  used  for  rehousing  existing  tenants  in  more  suitable 
accommodation,  and  29  new  applicants  ha,ve  been  rehoused. 

27  new  private  houses  have  been  constructed,  the  majority  on 
3 estates  in  the  area.  2 eristing  derelict  farm  buildings  have 
been  converted  into  dwellings,  both  with  the  aid  of  discretionary 
grants. 

The  rate  of  completion  of  private  enterprise  housing  was 
maintained  at  a reasonably  satisfactory  level  during  the  earlier 
months  of  the  year,  but  began  to  decline  from  July  or  August 
onwards,  duo,  presumably,  to  the  increasing  pressure  of  credit 
restrictions. 
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It  seems  likely  also,  that  for  the  same  reason, 
the  number  of  completions  during  1967  will  be  less  than  y&s 
expected*  It  is  disappointing  that  such  a report  is  necessary, 
as  there  were  indications  that  the  private  house  builder  ha.d 
discovered  at  last  the  attractions  of  Silsden,  with  its  wide 
Southerly  aspect,  good  shopping  facilities  and  adequate  i 

sewerage  and  water  undertakings.  | 

During  the  past  20  years  4^4  new  houses  have  been 
erected  in  the  district,  293  of  these  are  private  enterprise  housing, 
but  of  this  total  almost  200  have  been  built  in  the  last  5 years. 

It  can  be  seen,  therefore,  that  for  several  years  the  average  number 
of  private  houses  completed  was  very  low  indeed. 

The  rate  of  house  building  is  related  to  the  availability 
of  land  and  the  size  of  the  parcels,  which  are  sold  for  housing 
purposes.  It  so  happens  that  land  has  become  available  in  small 
areas  and  has  not  attracted  the  large  scale  builders.  There  are 
indications,  however,  that  this  trend  mcwy  be  reversed  in  the  near 
future. 

The  Council  has  purchased,  by  agreement,  four  houses  in 
Mill  Banks  for  redevelopment  purposes. 

Early  im  the  year,  the  Council  appointed  a warden  and 
ina.ugurated  a supervisory  serv'^ice  covering  28  old  people’s  flats 
on  the  Gloucester  Avenue  esto.te.  There  is  a coiffinunication  system 
between  each  flat  and  the  warden’s  dwelling,  a.nd  daily  visits  are  made 
by  the  warden  to  ea.ch  occupant.  The  scheme  appears  to  have  been  ;i;ell 
received  and  is  much  appreciated  by  the  old  people. 

The  internal  modernisation  of  the  29  Council  houses  on 
the  Taylor  Avenue  estate  has  been  completed  during  the  year.  This 
scheme  included  the  provision  of  new  bathroom  suites,  sink  units, 
new  windo\;s,  and  smokeless  fuel  burning  appliances. 

At  the  sane  tine  new  garden  walls  were  erected  and  gates 
provided.  The  Council  also  propose  to  relay  the  existing  flagged 
footways  and  provide  new  kerbs.  In  this  way  an  effort  is  being  ma.de 
not  only  to  improve  the  amenities  of  these  houses,  but  to  improve 
the  genera.1  environment  of  the  estate. 

An  undertalcing  ys.s  received  from  the  o\7ners  of  an  unfit 
house  in  Back  liirkgate,  not  to  relet  the  property  for  human  habitation. 

A closing  order  has  also  been  mads  on  an  unfit  dwelling  in  Kirkgate. 

3.  MOVABLE  D'i-.rSLLIMGS ; 

The  facilities  at  the  Cringles  Caravan  Park  are  being 
extended  to  provide  accommodation  for  15  touring  vans. 

There  are  over  60  mobile  homes  stationed  on  this  residential 
site,  v/hich  is  licensed  for  70  vans.  The  site,  facilities,  services 
and  equipment  are  in  full  compliance  with  the  Model  Standards  laid 
dovjii  by  the  Ministry'', 

There  are  57  vans  stationed  on  the  Brown  Banlc  Site,  which 
is  licensed  for  113  vans  for  holida.y  and  recreational  purposes. 

There  is  a central  communal  toilet  block  on  the  sits,  but  if  the 
number  of  vans  increase  additional  facilities  v;ill  be  required. 

The  site  in  Howden  Hall,  approved  only  for  the  storage 
of  caravans,  is  still  in  use. 

There  v;ere  2 individual  caravans  licensed  in  the  area  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year.  One  of  these  has  since  been  removed,  but  an  . 
additional  licence  has  been  granted  for  the  use  of  a caravan  in  connection 
with  agricultural  operations  on  an  adjacent  smallholding.  j 
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4.  WATER  SUPPLY 


The  nains  water  supply  to  the  town  is  provided  and 
maintained  by  Bradford  Corporation  Waterv^/orks  Department, 

6 bacteriolo3ical  samples  have  been  taken  from  this  supply 
during  the  year,  all  v/ere  satisfactory,  4 plurnbo- solvency 
samples  have  given  an  average  i*h  value  of  6,8.  The  natural 
fluoride  content  of  the  water,  when  last  analysed,  was  0.1 
parts/mil , 

The  hamlets  of  Brunthwaite  and  Swartha  are  provided  v;ith 
a private  piped  supply  which  is  unsatisfactory,  both  in  quality 
and  quantity.  Bradford  Corporation  has  recently  submitted  an 
estimate  for  extending  the  mains  supply  to  Brunthwaite,  and 
this  is  being  considered. 

2 new  private  boreholes  have  been  sunk  to  provide  supplies 
to  two  outlying  farmsteads, 

26  bacteriological  samples  have  been  taken  from  private 
supplies  during  the  year;  11  were  unsatisfactory, 

5.  SEvvERAGE  AND  SEVjAGE  DISPOSAL 


The  sewage  from  this  district,  along  with  parts  of 
Skipton  Rural  District,  is  taken  in  a joint  trunk  sewer  to 
the  Keighley  sewage  disposal  works  at  Marley,  Only  a flow 
recorder,  a grit  settlement  tank  and  3 tanks  for  the  retention 
of  storm  water  overflow  have  been  retained  on  the  Silsden  system 
prior  to  its  discharge  into  the  trunk  sewer. 

The  grit  chamber  has  been  emptied  every  4 weeks  by  the 
use  of  a gully  emptier,  loaned  from  a neighbouring  Authority, 
and  daily  attention  has  been  given  to  the  syphon  entrances. 

Descc.ling  Contractors  Ltd.,  Sheffield,  have  cleaned  out 
the  2 inverted  syphons  under  the  river.  This  was  the  first 
time  this  operation  had  been  carried  out,  and  whilst  it  proved 
a very  difficult  task,  much  experience  was  gained. 

Agreement  has  been  reached  with  the  Borough  of  Keighley, 
Skipton  Rural  District  Council  and  the  Rivers  Board,  to  the 
constructing  of  a bypass  around  the  grit  chamber  to  facilitate 
its  emptying.  It  is  hoped  that  this  work  V7ill  commence  early 
next  year. 

In  January,  a serious  blockage  occurred  on  a sewer  taking 
the  drainage  from  over  half  the  town,  and  it  was  well  into  the 
evening  before  the  blockage  was  cleared. 

There  is  a large  discrepancy  between  the  sewage  flow  recorded 
at  Beechcliffe  and  the  summetion  of  the  Silsden  and  Steeton  recorders. 
The  matter  is  at  present  being  investigated  by  George  Kent  Ltd., 
the  recorder  manufacturers. 

4 new  septic  tanks  have  been  constructed  to  serve  isolated 
dwellings  and  farm-housas.  These  were  all  part  of  general 
improvement  schemes  assisted  with  discretionary  grants. 

10  waste  water  closets  have  been  abolished  during  the  year, 

4 as  a result  of  standard  grant  improvements  and  6 with  the  aid  of 
a £10  grant,  offered  by  the  Council  for  converting  such  closets 
to  water  closets. 
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6.  FACTORIES  iil-lD  HORKPLACSS 


Thera  are  45  registered  factories  in  the  district. 

There  has  been  one  nr.jor  extension  to  a printing 
works  during  the  year. 

Routine  inspections  have  been  carried  out,  mainly 
of  sanitary  accoiimiodation.  Substantial  improvements  have 
been  made  in  one  factory,  and  plans  have  been  approved  for 
toilet  improvements  at  another. 

The  number  of  outworkers  notified  v/as  three,  all 
employed  in  the  mending  of  textile  fabrics. 

7.  SCHOOLS 

Visits  have  been  made  to  the  main  school  kitchen  in 
the  Hothfiold  Street  Secondary  School,  and  to  the  canteens 
in  the  other  school  premises  where  food  is  served.  Inspections 
have  also  been  mai.de  of  the  sa.nitary  accommodation  at  these 
premises. 


The  main  school  buildings  a.re  still  inadequate,  and 
the  Church  and  Methodist  Sunday  School  premises  have  been 
used  as  classroom  accommodation, 

8.  KEEPING  OF  AITIMALS 

There  a.re  no  shops  in  the  area  licensed  under  the 
Pot  Animals  Act,  1951,?  but  there  are  two  premises  licensed 
under  the  Animal  Boa.rding  Establishment  Act,  1963.  One  of 
these  is  used  by  the  R.S.P.C.A. , and  the  local  consta.bulary 
for  the  boarding  of  stra.y  dogs. 

A nuisa,nce  arose  from  the  barking  of  dogs  which  were 
left  unattended  overnight,  on  a small  holding  adjacent  to 
residential  property.  With  the  throa.t  of  statutory  action  the 
a,nimals  v;ore  removed, 

9.  PLilCES  OF  EI]TS:RTAIM'^ENT 


There  a.re  six  public  houses  and  three  licensed  clubs 
which  ha.ve  been  visited  periodically  and  found  to  be  kept  in  a 
satisfactory  condition. 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  private  bookings  of  the 
Town  Hall  since  its  modernisation.  Over  67  private  organisations 
have  tal^en  advantage  of  these  v/ell  equipped  premises  for  receptions, 
dinners  or  dances,  in  addition  to  the  regular  monthly  activities  of 
the  local  msic  and  old  time  dancing  clubs. 

10.  SPDKE  ABATEMEIIT 

There  are  no  smoke  control  areas  in  the  town,  but  it  would 
appear  that  the  general  trend  towards  the  use  of  smokeless  fuels 
has  continued  during  the  year. 

All  fittings  on  the  Council e state  in  Taylor  Avenue  have been 
converted  to  smokeless  fuel  burning  appliances,  and  these  have  also 
been  installed  in  all  Council  houses  as  alterations  and  replacements 
have  been  carried  out. 
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Routine  smoke  observations  have  been  nado  periodically 
and  two  factory  chimneys  have  caused  occasional  nuisances. 

No  statutory  action  has  been  taken. 

The  existing  boiler  at  the  Tannery  has  been  modified 
to  minimise  the  smoko  omission,  ponding  the  insta.llation  of  a 
new  plant. 

11,  0FF5NSIVS  TRxiDBS 


There  is  only  one  offensive  trade  carried  on  in  this 
district.  This  is  a tannery  v/hich  is  situated  on  the  perimeter 
of  the  built-up  area,  and  on  the  leeward  side  of  the  town  from 
the  main  prevailing  wind. 

The  process  itself  has  caused  no  concern,  but 
trouble  has  occurred  from  blockages  on  the  drainage  system  and 
with  the  smoke  omissions  mentioned  previously. 


12.  RFFUSS  COLImlCTION  MID  DISPOSiiL 


The  refuse  has  been  collected  weekly  from  the  built- 
up  area  of  the  town.  In  September,  Brunthwaite,  Swa.rtha,  a.nd 
properties  around  the  immediate  periphery  of  the  town,  which  had  been 
previously  collected  every  3 weeks,  wore  put  on  a fortnightly 
collection. 


There  have  boon  6 workmen  employed  on  refuse  collection 
and  disposal,  with  an  additional  man  employed  full-time  on  paper 
baling,  A 12  cubic  yard  Karrier  Dual-Tip  vehicle  has  been  used 
in  the  built-up  area,  of  the  town,  with  a 7 cubic  yard  Kaurrier  Bantam 
collecting  the  remining  areas  and  other  incidental  collections. 
Trailers  have  been  used  with  both  vehicles  for  collecting  waste  paper, 

A Ramillies  20  cubic  yard  compression  vehicle  was 
used  for  a trial  period  during  the  summer,  and  one  of  these  vehicles 
has  now  been  ordered'  to  replace  the  Karrier  Bantam, 

The  nev/  depot  in  Keighley  Road  was  completed  early  in 
the  year,  and  the  baling  and  storage  of  salvaged  materials  has 
been  carried  out  at  these  premises. 

The  contract  with  Messrs.  J,  Shaw  & Sons,  Bradford, 
for  the  collection  of  mixed  waste  has  been  renewed  for  a further 
period  of  4 years.  The  total  a.mount  of  mixed  waste  sold  was  148 
tons  6 cwts,,  a 12^  increase  over  last  year,  A salvage  bonus  was 
again  paid  to  the  worlcmen. 

All  the  refuse  has  been  tipped  at  the  old  sewage  works 
in  Keighley  Roe.d,  i4echanical  plant  has  been  loaned  periodically 
for  the  general  levelling  o.nd  covering  of  the  tip  surface. 

Two  fires  occurred  on  the  tip  during  the  year.  The 
Fire  Brigade  was  called  on  both  occasions  and  excavations  had  to 
bo  made  to  facilitate  the  fire-fighting  operations. 

13.  RODENT  CO^ffROL 


The  Council  employ  a pc.rt-timc  rodent  operative  and 
provide  a free  treatment  for  domestic  premises.  Occasional  work 
was  carried  out  at  business  and  industrial  promises  and  charged  on 
a.  time  and  materials  basis. 

Warfarin  was  the  poison  generally  used,  also  small 
amounts  of  Raticate. 


Troo-t merits  have  been  carried  out  of  the 
sewerage  system  and  the  refuse  tip. 

There  are  six  farms  in  the  out -districts  which 
have  contracts  for  regular  treatments  with  Skipbon  Rural  District 
Council,  who  employ  a full-time  rodent  operative,

15.  INSPaCTION  AND  SUFSRVISION  OF  FOOD

49  bungalows,  coimminal  facilities  and  a warden's  flat  were 
completed  and  occupied  in  Prince's  Drive.  44  private  houses  were 
constructed,  but  no  further  Council  dwellings  were  built. 

One  area  was  selected  for  improvement  in  accordance  with  the 
policy  of  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government,  contained 
in  Circular  42/62.  In  one  street  of  62  houses,  11  were  purchased 
by  the  Council  and  8 privately.  These  are  being  reconditioned  and 
bathrooms  and  internal  water-closets  provided.  5 houses  in  another 
part  of  the  area  were  purchased  by  the  Council  and  are  to  be 
reconditioned.  It  is  the  policy  of  the  Council  to  purchase  tenanted 
houses  in  this  area  when  the  owners  are  not  prepared  to  recondition 
them.

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2.  FACTORIES 

There  were  72  mechanical  and  8 non-mechanical  factories 
on  the  register  to  which  100  visits  were  made,  and  particulars  of 
the  defects  are  given  in  the  appendix  of  the  report, 

3 outworkers’  premises  were  notified  to  the  department, 
and  on  inspection  were  found  to  be  clean  and  satisfactory  for  the 
purpose. 

3.  lOVABLE  DlNfELLINGS 


There  is  a licensed  site  of  16. 5 acres  suitable  to 
accommodate  190  caravans.  The  site  is  used  for  residential  and 
holiday  purposes,  30  caravans  are  permanently  occupied.  The 
standard  of  cleanliness  of  the  caravans,  site  and  sanitary  conveniences 
was  found  to  be  vary  good.  Another  site  which  is  part  of  a poultry 
farm  is  licensed  for  2 caravans.  This  site  was  also  conducted  in  a 
satisfactory  manner. 

Trailer  caravans  arc  brought  into  the  district, 
particularly  during  holiday  periods.  They  only  remain  two  or  three 
days, 

4.  SEVJER/iGE  IM)  SEIJAGE  DISPOSAL 


The  sewage  disposal  works  are  under  the  control  of  the 
Council’s  Surveyor.  There  were  no  complaints  of  pollution, 

117  yards  of  6”  foul  sewers,  83  yards  of  9”  and  217  yards 
of  6”  surface  water  sewers  were  constructed  in  relation  to  housing 
development,  545  yards  of  6"  surface  water  sewers  were  const laicted 
in  street  works. 

The  number  of  water-closets  constructed  in  existing 
properties  was  45 > and  53  were  provided  for  new  properties, 

5.  OFFICES.  SHOPS  MID  RAILWAY  PREMISES 


There  was  general  co-operation  from  the  occupiers  of  premises 
in  carrying  out  the  requirements  of  the  Act, 

One  of  the  main  defects  was  the  provision  of  sufficient  and 
suitable  lighting.  As  there  is  no  standard  of  lighting  prescribed 
in  the  Act,  the  recommendations  of  the  Illuminating  Engineering  Society 
were  followed  with  success.  Owing  to  other  duties  in  the  department, 
it  has  been  impossible  to  complete  the  inspection  of  all  the  registered 
premises,  but  it  is  hoped  that  this  can  be  done  in  1967.

6.  R0DBI\1T  COl^TTROL 


The  slaughterhouse,  refuse  tip  and  sewage  disposal  works 
were  regularly  treated,  267  visits  were  made  and  42  premises  were 
satisfactorily  treated.  The  poisons  used  were  Warfarin,  for  rat  and 
Alphakil  for  mice  infestations. 


In  addition,  specialist  firms  have  contracts  for  the  regular 
treatment  of  46  premises, 

7.  SCHOOLS 

There  are  tv;o  grammar  schools,  one  private  school,  one  county 
secondary  school,  one  institute  of  further  education,  six  primary 
schools  and  two  nurseries.  Recommendations  were  made  relating  to  the 
provision  of  additional  sanitary  conveniences,  the  carrying  out  of 
repairs,  and  decorating  at  the  Ermysted’s  Grammar  School  Boarding  House, 
Defects  which  were  found  at  one  of  the  other  schools  v;ere  given  attention. 


The  school  kitchens  wore  inspected  regularly  and  the  high 
standard  in  the  preparation  and  handling  of  food  was  maintained. 


8.  PET  ANimLS 


Three  licences  to  keep  pet  shops  were  renewed.  On  the 
inspection  of  the  premises  no  contraventions  were  found. 
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9.  PLACES  OF  BNTSRTAIMI^EIIT , PUBLIC  HOUSES.  REFRSSHMEMT  HOUSES.  BTC. 

Sect ion  89  of  tho  Public  Health  Act,  1936  requires 
the  owner  or  occupier  of  those  premises  to  provide  and  maintain 
such  numbers  of  sanitary  conveniences  for  the  use  of  persons 
frequenting  the  premises  as  may  be  reasonable. 

The  53  premises  on  the  register  had  a sufficient 
number  of  conveniences  for  the  use  of  both  sexes.  There  were 
defects  requiring  attention  at  3 premises  and  decorating  of 
3 other  premises  was  required.  Otherwise  the  conveniences  wore 
maintained  at  a satisfactory  standard  of  cleanliness. 

10.  CLEAI'I  AIR 

Since  the  Clean  Air  Act  came  into  force  there  has  been  a 
considerable  reduction  in  the  amount  of  smoke  emitted  from 
industrial  chimneys.  Smoke  from  railway  locomotives  has  also 
been  reduced.  On  the  railway,  improvements  have  been  brought 
about  not  only  by  diesolisation  but  by  co-operation  from 
railway  officials  and  footplate  Staff.  There  are  novj  three 
Smoke  Control  Orders  in  operation  comprising  1,239  houses  in  an 
area  of  a.pproximatoly  687  acres.  A further  Order  was  confirmed 
in  September  comprising  494  houses  and  flats  and  55  commercial, 
industrial  and  other  premises  included  in  an  area  of  27.6  acres. 

1,532  visits  were  made  to  inspect  heating  appliances  in  houses 
covered  by  Orders. 

11.  OFFENSIVE  TRimSS 

One  tripe  boiling  establishment  is  situated  at  the 
Council’s  slaughterhouse  and  is  under  daily  supervision.  There 
is  one  rag  and  bone  dealer  whose  premises  are  maintained  at 
a high  standard  of  cleanliness. 

12.  HAIRDRESSERS  AND  BAP^SRS 

There  are  6 male  and  21  female  hairdressing  establishments. 
Two  occupiers  were  required  to  provide  proper  sterilising  equipment, 
two  other  premises  were  provided  with  additional  artificial  lighting. 
Repairs  were  carried  out  and  additional  washing  facilities  provided. 
These  improvements  were  under  the  provisions  of  the  Offices, 

Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963. 

13.  I4E/J  FOR  FEEDING  ANBI/'iLS 

The  sale  of  meat  for  this  purpose  is  controlled  imder  the 
provisions  of  Sect.  77  of  the  West  Riding  County  Council  (General 
Powers)  Act,  1951.,  and  the  Ifeat  (Staining  and  Sterilisation) 
Regulations,  I960.  Sterilised  meat  was  sold  from  two  shops  and 
there  were  no  contraventions. 

14.  PSTROLEUIi  (REGUL/iTIONS)  ACTS  1928  - 1936 

This  is  an  important  duty,  supervising  premises  where 
petroleum  is  stored  and  sold,  and  useful  advice  is  always  received 
from  tho  Fire  Service. 

The  number  of  licences  granted  was  42  and  the  o^uantity 
of  fuel  stored  was  68,227  gallons  of  petrol  and  petroleum  mixtures 
and  1 ton,  2 cwts.  of  carbide  of  calcium. 
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15.  REFUSE  COLLECTION  AW)  DISPOS/JL 


Throe  refuse  collectors  are  in  regular  use  and  a fourth 
one  is  mintained  for  use  as  a relief  vehicle,  in  case  of 
breakdovm  or  other  emergency. 

A Shelvoke  and  Drewry freighter  with  35  cubic  yards 
automatic  loading  capacity  has  a team  of  one  driver  and  four 
loaders.  This  vehicle  is  used  to  collect  refuse  from 
residential  and  council  housing  estates.  The  other  two 
vehicles  are  Shelvoke  and  Drewry,  14  cubic  yards  capacity, 
dual  tip,  fitted  with  compression  plates.  There  is  a team 
consisting  of  one  driver  and  two  loaders  on  each  vehicle. 

One  vehicle  is  used  for  collections  from  the  central  area, 
consisting  of  shops,  houses  and  business  promises,  and  the 
other  for  collections  from  terraced  houses. 

Recently,  a survey  was  made,  and  the  number,  of  dustbins 
collected  per  loader  per  day  by  the  largest  vehicle  was  124j  and 
the  other  tv/o  vehicles  152  and  176  respectively.  This  is 
excluding  205t  tons  of  paper  collected  in  trailers. 

The  department  does  not  employ  a foreman,  but  the  drivers 
act  as  charge-hands  for  which  they  receive  a plus  rate.  The 
workmen  continued  to  receive  a bonus  for  additional  collections 
of  salvage  which  totalled  £466,  13.  lOd,  and  15  workmen  benefited. 
The  department  undertakes  the  removal  of  trade  refuse  at  previously 
agreed  charges. 

Controlled  tipping  was  continued  on  land  off  Ings  Lane, 

The  available  space  of  tipping  on  this  site  will  only  last  for 
throe  to  four  years  before  completion.  It  will  be  necessary 
for  the  Council  to  consider  further  tipping  sites,  and,  in 
addition,  improved  methods  of  disposal. 

In  the  past,  it  has  been  the  custom  annually  to  hire 
mechanised  equipment  for  the  purpose  of  grading  the  tip, 
covering  with  soil,  and  reseeding,  also  for  removing  and  piling 
soil  for  each  area  of  land  filled,  at  a cost  of  £300  to  £400. 

It  became  practically^  impossible  to  deal  with  the  light,  bulky 
refuse  and,  repeatedly,  vehicles  were  sinking  on  the  tip. 

Therefore,  to  overcome  the  difficulties,  an  International  B.S5 
loader,  powered  by  a four  cylinder  diesel  engine  and  fitted  with 
a ^ cubic  yard  Drott  4 in  1 bucket  was  purchased  for  regular  use 
on  the  tip.

(b)  Slaughterhouse ; 

There  is  only  one  slaughterhouse  in  the  district  which  belongs 
to  the  Council,  It  is  of  modern  design,  and  every  attempt  is  made  to 
maintain  it  at  a high  standard -both  in  cleanliness  and  repair  of 
equipment  and  buildings.  The  accommodation  is  sufficient  to  deal 
with  a much  larger  nunber  of  .animals  than  is  at  present  slaughtered. 

The  charges  for  slaughtering  facilities,  use  of  lairages  and 
inspection  remain  the  same  at  cattle  12/6d, , ca,lves  3/3d. , sheep  3/-»» 
and  pigs  5/9d. 

The  meat  was  transported  in  metal  lined  vans  or  in  butchers* 
vehicles.  There  was  no  need  for  complaint  as  the  meat  was  convoyed 
according  to  the  regulations  and  in  clean  and  satisfactorily  constructed 
vehicles. 


23  licences  were  granted  to  slaughtermen.  No  instances  of 
cruelty  came  to  the  notice  of  the  inspectors.  The  butchers  provided 
their  own  captive  bolt  pistols  for  the  stunning  of  beasts  and  calves, 
and  electrically  opcra.ted  stunners  wore  provided  by  the  Council  for 
use  on  pigs  and  sheep. 

In  the  Slaughterhouses  (Hygiene) (Amendruent)Regu3a£t ions,  1966., 
which  come  into  operation  on  the  1st  February,  1967, , the  use  of 
wiping  cloths  in  the  dressing  of  carcases  is  prohibited,  but  until 
the  1st  November,  1968, , a wiping  cloth  may  be  used  on  any  carcase 
or  offal,  if  it  is  sterilised  before  use  and  used  on  only  one  carcase 
and  its  associated  offal,  before  re -sterilisation.  It  was  decided 
to  instal  five  water  sprays  in  preference  to  the  use  of  sterilised 
cloths,  and  these  should  be  in  use  in  Februrory,  1967,

I can  foresee  rauch  more  activity  soon  for  building  under  this  heading, 
planning  approval  having  been  given  for  approximately  120  more 
dwellings  in  the  parishes  of  Wadding ton  and  West  Bradford  alone. 

Conversions. 

A disused  Chapel  at  Stopper  Lane,  Rimington  was  purchased  by  a firm 
of  building  contractors.  This  has  now  been  converted  into  two  very 
useful  and  sturdy  houses,  v^ith  stone  external  walls  of  over  two  feet 
in  thickness. 

House  Restored 


A Cedarwood  bungalow  which  was  burnt  out  in  1964  has  nov;  been 
rebuilt  in  traditional  materials. 

Unfit  Houses 


Two  farmhouses,  each  of  v;hich  had  many  structural  defects,  v/ere 
considered  to  be  beyond  repair  at  reasonable  cost.  One  of  these 
(at  Tosside)  V7as  put  to  use  as  a farr.i  building,  and  the  other  (at 
West  Bradford)  was  deimolished.  In  each  case  a new  house  has  bean 
built  to  replace  the  old  one,  and  nine  persons  in  all  were  rehoused. 

Houses  Repaired 


Repair  v7ork  etc.,  of  various  kinds  has  been  completed  in  33  houses. 
No  statutory  action  has  been  necessary  for  the  carrying  out  of  this 
wo  rk .

Ground  preparation  work  on  the  extensions  to  the  three 
licensed  sites  has  been  proceeding  throughout  the  year,  and  a number  of 
caravans  have  been  accommodated  on  them.

The  owner  of  the  Three  Rivers  Site  erected  two  chalet-type 
dwellings  on  the  site;  planning  permission  being  applied  for  in 
retrospect.  The  Plans  Committee  are  to  meet  on  the  site  early  in  the 
Hew  Year  to  consider  the  matter. 

The  normal  maintenance  of  these  sites  has  been  carried 
out  in  a satisfactory  manner,  and  no  complaints  have  been  received.

WLTZR  SUPPLIES 


The  public  water  supplies  are  controlled  by  the  Fylde 
Water  Board,  and  for  this  District  the  main  sources  of  supply  are 
from  springs  on  Ivaddington  Fells.  These  are  piped  to  a purification 
plant  and  covered  reservoirs  situated  on  land  below  the  springs. 

By  mutual  arrangement  vjith  the  Engineers  of  the  Board, 

I take  check  samples  at  regular  intervals  in  various  villages.  These, 
along  with  samples  from  other  sources,  are  analysed  at  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  in  Preston,  Copies  of  the  Analyst's  Reports  on 
the  public  supplies  from  this  district  are  sent  to  the  Engineer  of  the 
Board,  and  he  in  turn  sends  me  reports  on  samples  taken  and  analysed 
by  his  staff. 

The  table  overleaf  shows  the  results  of  analyses  on 
samples  examined  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Preston.

With  the  formation  of  a secondary  access  road  to  the  Council's 
main  tip  at  Langstone  C^uarry,  tipping  to  a level  of  approximately  18  ft. 
above  the  level  of  the  old  tip  is  proceeding  satisfactorily. 


As  is  always  the  case  with  this  type  of  tip,  the  obtaining  of 
soil  in  sufficient  quantity  to  ensure  controlled  tipping  within  the 
meaning  of  that  terra,  is  virtually  impossible. 

I have  made  certain  arrangements  with  the  County  Council  Highways 
Department  for  the  tipping  of  soil  when  required  and,  if  available, 
and  v;hile  this  arrangement  is  appreciated,  it  is  by  no  means  entirely 
satisfactory. 


Resulting  from  certain  road  improvement  works  I did,  however, 
obtain  560  tons  of  sand  and  soil  90%  of  which  was  tipped  and  spread  over 
two  faces  of  the  old  part  of  the  tip,  the  remainder  being  spread  over 
the  north  face  of  the  new  tip, 

+ V/ith  a view  to  improving  an  unsightly  site,  the  result  of 
demolition  under  a Clearance  Order  of  certain  property  at  Beech  Hill, 
Dent,  the  Council,  with  their  own  labour,  have  constructed  two  ornamental 
gardens  with  provision  for  public  seats.

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


There  having  been  no  further  extensions  to  the  above  service, 
the  position  remains  substantially  the  same  as  last  year. 

A request  received  from  Aysgarth  R.D.C.,  that  the  Council 
might  extend  their  service  into  that  district  for  the  purpose  of  refuse 
removal  from  a further  six  properties  (making  14  in  all),  has  been 
agreed  to,  but  had  not  commenced  by  the  year  end. 


It  is  intended  that  a pilot  scheme,  using  the  "Bin  Sac" 

(Paper  Sack)  system  of  refuse  collection,  will  be  put  into  operation 
on  the  Castlegarth  Estate  as  soon  as  ths  49  houses  and  fiats  in  course 
of  erection  on  that  estate  are  completed,  with  the  possibility  of 
further  extension  should  the  pilot  scheme  prove  satisfactory. 

As  formerly,  this  service  is  operated  by  two  men  (full  time), 
and  one  man  (part-time  - one  day  per  week).  The  vehicle  nov;  in  use 
is  a petrol  driven  "Karrier  Bantam",  this  type  of  vehicle  having  been 
chosen  in  preference  to  the  diesel  formerly  in  use. 


Covering  originally  the  town  of  Sedbergh  only,  this  service 
was  extended  in  1949  to  cover  Dent,  and  by  degrees  to  cover  the  greater 
part  of  the  district. 


The  percentage  of  properties  now  served  is  87%.  As  from 
the  inception  of  the  extended  service  the  Council  continue  to  make  use 
of  one  main  tipping  point  at  Langs  tone  ^juarry,  a second  tipping  point 
at  Busk  Lane  Quarry  vjhich  is  situated  adjacent  to  the  tovm  of  Sedbergh, 
being  reserved  for  occasional  use  only  in  the  event  of  bad  weather 
conditions,  i,e,,  snow,  preventing  the  use  of  the  main  tip.

while  in  full  agreement  with  the  principles,  they  have  decided 
against  the  adoption  of  this  system  for  Sedbergh  tCT-m  at  present,  but 
have  agreed  that  this  system  shall  be  put  into  operation  for  the  49 
houses  an.,  flats  to  be  erected  on  Castlegarth,  Long  Lane,  Sedbergh, 
as  a pilot  scheme. 


RQD5HT  CONTROL 

Routine  disinfestation  of  the  Council's  main  tip  at  Langstone 
:;<uarry  continues  on  a monthly  basis,  and  of  the  secondary  tip  as 
occasion  demands. 

With  the  exception  of  a short  period  on  Langstone  Tip,  and  which 
v;as  quickly  dealt  with  by  intensive  poisoning,  no  serious  infestation 
has  occurred  on  either  tip, 

HOUSING  - Council  Housing  (Generally) 

As  anticipated,  preparatory  work  on  the  erection  by  Messrs, 
Homeville  of  49  houses  and  flats  on  Castlegarth  Estate,  Long  Lane, 
Sedbergh,  plus  four  (later  increased  to  six)  bungalows  on  the  Maryfell 
Estate  commenced  early  in  the  year. 

While  none  of  these  has  been  completed  within  the  current  year, 
the  first  six  houses  should  be  ready  for  occupation  by  February,  1967, 
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Private  Enterprise  Buiidinji 

Buildinj;;  by  -rivate  enterprise  continues  to  be 
virtually  non-existent,  two  houses  only  having  been  erected  during 
the  year. 

One  further  site  of  some  eight  acres  has  been  acquired 
by  a firm  of  building  contractors  for  private  development,  but  has  not 
so  far  been  developed. 

Movable  Dwellings 

Five  additional  individual  site  licences  have  been  issued 
during  the  past  year,  bringing  the  total  to  15, 

The  capacity  of  the  caravan  sites  at  Pinfold  and  Ingmire 
is  60  and  19  respectively. 

No  progress  has  been  made  in  the  formation  of  a picnic 
lay-by  with  toilet  facilities  on  a disused  loop  road  at  Cautley. 

Sewera.je  and  Sewa;>e  Pis  -)Osal 

Minor  repairs  and  improvements  only  to  existing  works 
have  been  effected  during  the  past  year. 

In  an  effort  to  improve  the  sludge  drying  time  at  the 
Sedbergh  works,  bearing  in  mind  the  heavy  rainfall  in  this  area,  the 
Council  have  explored  the  possibility  of  erecting  movable  covers  over 
the  beds,  but  abandoned  this  because  of  excessive  cost. 

They  have,  however,  a.greed  to  the  relaying  of  the  entire 
floor  of  one  bed  with  perforated  hollov;  tiles  which  will,  in  effect, 
form  a hollow  floor,  as  an  experiment,  with  the  intention  of  extending 
this  if  satisfactory. 

Farfield  Cotta, ^es  and  Mill 

With  the  insistence  by  the  Lancashire  River  Authority  that 
the  drainage  from  the  Mill  and  three  cottages  adjacent,  which  drain  to 
an  existing  sedimentation  tank,  should  be  diverted  and  pumped  up  to  the 
level  of  the  new  v;orks  to  be  installed  by  the  Council  to  take  drainage 
from  Farfield  Cottages  - their  object  being  to  discontinue  one  sludge 
outfall  point  - plans  as  prepared  had  to  be  amended,  and  negotiations 
commenced  for  the  acquisition  of  additional  ground,  the  original  site 
being  too  difficult  to  perrait  of  the  construction  of  an  enlarged  filter- 
bed. 

Water  Analysis 

From  the  summary  of  samples  of  water  taken  for  bacteriological 
analysis  by  the  Lakes  St  Lune  Viater  Board,  it  will  be  observed  that  no 
difficulties  arose  on  any  of  the  three  public  supplies  at  Sedbergh, 

Dent  and  Lea  Gate  for  which  they  are  now  responsible. 

Very  considerable  difficulties  have,  however,  arisen  in  the 
case  of  the  water  supply  to  Garsdale  Station  and  Cottages,  owners, 

British  Railways. 

Fed  by  an  upland  stream,  the  total  number  of  properties  is 
22  - 16  within  this  district  and  6 in  Aysgarth  Rural  District. 

The  position  v/as  finally  eased  by  the  complete  renewal 
of  the  chlorination  plant  at  Garsdale  Station,  and  the  cutting  off  of  a 
large  locomotive  water  storage  tank  - the  latter  with  a view  to  making 
control  of  the  chlorination  process  more  effective. 
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The  Council  have  endeavoured  for  many  years 
to  come  to  an  agreement  with  British  Railways  for  the  extension  of 
this  supply  to  a further  ten  scattered  properties  at  Garsdale  Head 
which  are  badly  supplied  - so  far  without  success. 

With  the  change-over  from  steam  traction  to 
diesel,  hov;ever,  British  Rail  have  intimated  that  they  would  be 
willing  to  transfer  this  water  undertaking  to  the  Local  Authority, 

The  Council  are  naturally  reluctant  to  again 
assume  the  duties  of  a Water  Authority,  and  would  prefer  this  function 
to  be  exercised  by  the  Lakes  & Lune  VJater  Board  for  obvious  reasons- 
not  the  least  of  which  would  be  the  certainty  of  better  control  and 
supervision  by  the  Board  - the  apparent  controlling  centre  at  present 
being  based  on  Crewe  in  Cheshire. 
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Tar  in  Sev/er,  Akay  Section,  Sedbergh 

A further  partial  stoppage  has  occurred  in  this 
20'  deep  section  of  sewer  (September).  This  was  cleared  with 
considerable  difficulty;  a certain  quantity  of  tar  deposit 
being  abstracted  from  M.H.  Wo,  19  on  this  section. 

As  this  deposit  was  not  deemed  to  be  excessive, 
no  action  v^as  taken  against  the  N.Vj,  Gas  Board  on  this  occasion. 

Garsdale  (Railway  Cottages).  Sev;age  Disposal 

As  formerly,  and  together  with  Dent,  these  two 
sewage  disposal  works  are  maintained  at  v;eekly  intervals  by  the 
Sedbergh  Sev;age  Works  maintenance  man  travelling  from  Sedbergh. 

Factories  (including  Outworkers'  gremises) 

Number  of  factories  coming  within  the  purview  of  the 
local  authority  under  the  Factories  Act  - 25. 

6 Inspections  have  been  made  under  the  Act.  No 
statutory  action  has  been  found  necessary  during  the  year. 

Plans  for  the  provision  of  additional  and  improved 
toilet  facilities  have  been  submitted  in  connection  with  a laundry 
Cl  t Sedbergh. 

Offices,  Shops  & Railway  Premises  Act,  1963 

Out  of  a total  of  39  premises  registered  - 14 
inspections  have  been  made.  No  contraventions  have  been  recorded, 
except  in  the  case  of  a local  coal  merchant  who  is  required  to 
provide  adequate  sanitary  accommodation  and  washing  facilities,  but 
who  has  been  held  up  in  this  matter  due  to  a protracted  transfer  in 
o\^mership.

Once  again  there  was  very  little  statutory  action  under  the 
Housing  Acts  during  the  year.  Although  the  number  of  applications 
for  Improvement  Grants  shov/ed  a decline,  much  time  was  taken  up  in 
supervising  Improvement  Schemes. 

Tv;o  representations  relating  to  Clearance  Areas  were  in  respect 
of  two  small  areas  at  Settle  viz  four  houses  in  Castlebergh  Lane  and 
four  houses  in  Twistleton's  Yard.  The  houses  in  Castlebergh  Lane  v;ere 
the  subject  of  a Clearance  Order  but  a decision  in  respect  of  the  other 
property  was  deferred  for  6 months. 
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The  follov;in3  notes  show  the  position  at  various 
snail  Clearance  Areas  within  the  district: - 

Chapel  Yard,  Settle. 

Unfortunately,  demolition  of  this  property  was  held 
up  pending  the  finalisation  of  the  more  extensive  scheme  of  which 
these  houses  form  a part.  It  is  hoped,  however,  that  the  demolition 
of  the  whole  site  will  proceed  early  in  the  new  year. 

Primrose  Bower.  Low  Bentham 

These  five  houses  were  demolished  during  the  year 
but,  unfortunately,  owing  to  engineering  difficulties,  no  rebuilding 
took  place  on  the  site, 

Duke  Street,  Bentham 


This  block  of  property  which  is  to  form  part  of  a 
larger  area  to  be  developed  had  not  been  demolished  at  the  year-end, 
as  the  scheme  for  the  larger  area  was  not  yet  completed. 

Cleveland  Square,  Bentham 

All  these  houses  v;hich  were  the  subject  of  a Clearance 
Order  were  vacant  at  the  year  end,  but  demolition  had  not  been  commenced. 

Cherry  Cotta,r>es.  Malham

IMPROVdMHNT  GFudJTS 


It  is  now  15  years  since  the  first  Improvement  Grant 
Scheme  in  the  district  was  completed,  and  in  all  540  houses  have  been 
improved  with  the  aid  of  grants,  this  being  about  one  out  of  each  nine 
houses  in  the  district. 

The  alteration  made  previously  to  the  grants  scheme 
whereby  the  maximum  standard  grant  may  be  increased  in  cases  where  septic 
tanks  are  to  be  provided  or  a structural  extension  made,  has  been  found 
of  benefit  and  schemes  for  increased  allowances  have  been  approved  in 
eight  cases,  seven  for  septic  tanks  and  one  for  a structural  addition. 

The  following  table  shows  the  work  done  during  the  year 
under  review,  and  indicates  that  although  the  number  of  schemes  completed 
was  more  than  the  previous  year,  the  number  of  applications  was 
considerably  less.

WATER  SUPPLIES 

The  bulk  of  the  i>/ater  in  the  area  continues  to  be  supplied 
by  the  Craven  Water  Board,  and  so  far  as  I am  aware,  there  were  no 
major  cKtensions  during  the  year. 

The  larger  v/ater  supplies  are  now  chlorinated,  viz:  Airton, 
Clapham,  Kellifield,  Bentham  (High  A Low),  Helwith  Bridge,  Horton- 
in-Ribblesdale,  Ingleton,  Malham,  Ottorburn,  Settle  (High  A Low)  and 
uesthouse,  and  apart  from  occasional  mechanical  failures,  the 
treatment  seems  satisfactory, 

I would  particularly  mention  the  follov/ing  supplies: - 
Burton- in-Lonsdale 

This  privately  ovmad  supply  has,  for  some  time,  given  cause 
for  concern,  and  it  is  pleasing  to  be  able  to  report  that  at  the  year 
end  successful  negotiations  had  taken  place  and  the  supply  was  being 
taken  over  by  the  Craven  Water  Board  in  April,  1967. 

Studfold 

Previously  I reported  that  concern  was  felt  regarding  this 
hamlet,  and  meetings  had  been  held  with  a view  to  providing  an 
improved  supply.  Unfortunately,  no  further  progress  was  made, 

Litton 

Unfortunately,  no  progress  was  made  at  Litton,  the  v/ater 
supply  continuing  to  be  from  six  different  sources,  generally 
unsatisfactory. 

A comprehensive  scheme  for  the  village  would,  of  course, 
be  the  ideal  arrangement.

swinninj  baths  in  the  district,  one  is  privately  evened  at 
Gigglesv/ick  School,  and  the  other  is  an  open-air  pool  on  the 
river-side  at  Ingleton,  open  to  the  public,  but  under  the 
control  of  a local  organisation.  The  water  supply  to  this 
latter  pool  is  a continuous  flow  from  the  adjoining  river,  and 
is  untreated,  but  the  supply  to  the  bath  at  the  School  is  from 
their  o\m  private  chlorinated  supply. 


SEHER/iGE  AND  SEHAGE  DIS?OSiiL . 


Unfortunately,  there  are  a few  smaller  townships 
where  improvements  are  desirable,  e.g.,  Kirkby  Malhara,  Rathmell, 
and  Arncliffe. 


I have,  on  numerous  occasions  during  past  years, 
called  the  Council's  attention  to  the  desirability  for  the  provision, 
at  an  early  date,  of  a sewerage  and  sev;age  disposal  scheme  for 
the  village  of  Kirkby  Halham  where  there  are  several  septic  tanks 
in  a comparatively  small  area.  The  Council's  Surveyor  has,  however, 
been  instructed  to  prepare  a scheme  for  this  village. 

The  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  works  in  the  district 
are  under  the  control  of  Mr.  ?,G,  VJood,  the  Council's  Surveyor, 
to  whom  I am  indebted  for  the  follov/ing  information: -

F.-CTORIES  AND  WORKPLACES 

As  last  year,  there  was  very  little  change  in  the 
industry  of  the  district,  and  the  list  of  outworkers  sho'v^ed  that  there 
were  6 persons  employed  at  home,  mainly  Burling  and  Mending,  in 
connection  with  the  textile  trade. 

The  new  Dairy  erected  at  Settle  came  into  use  and 
provided  employment  for  about  50  persons.

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REFUSE  COLLSCTIOII 


The  colioction  service  continued  as  on  previous  lines 
at  an  annual  cost  of  about  £14,400.  There  were  four  vehicles  and 
14  men  fully  employed  on  the  work*  There  was  no  extension  of  the 
service  apart  from  that  to  new  houses  and  the  odd  property  where 
the  occupiers  arranged  for  the  bin  to  be  collected  at  the  farm  gate. 

The  problem  of  outlying  farms  has  been  considered  by  the 
Public  Health  Committee  on  various  occasions,  but  as  a principle  they 
decided  to  collect  bins  at  the  farm  gate  against  the  public  highway 
in  such  cases. 


The  question  of  a further  tip  site  for  the  southern  part 
of  the  district  received  consideration  and  after  protracted  negotiations, 
arrangements  were  made  to  lease  Craven  ^.uarry  at  Langcliffe  as  a site 
for  a new  Highways  Depot  and  Tip,  but  tipping  had  not  been  commenced  at 
the  year  end. 


The  closure  on  the  termination  of  the  agreements  of 
V/igglesworth  and  Paley  Green  tips  caused  great  difficulty,  as  for  a few 
months  at  the  year  end  all  refuse  from  the  district  had  to  be  transported 
for  tipping  at  Bentham,  with  a consequent  increase  in  travelling  time  for 
the  vehicles. 


The  follov;ing  table  shows  the  v/ork  done  during  the  year  when 
approximately  4,300  tons  of  refuse  was  collected  and  disposed  of.  The 
figures  in  brackets  are  for  the  previous  year.

RODENT  CONTROL 


It  was  reported  last  year  that  the  Council  were  considering 
employing  a firm  of  contractors  to  carry  out  this  work  and  early  in  the 
new  year  a contract  was  arranged  at  a figure  of  £514,  for  the  year.  The 
reason  for  this  vjqs  that  difficulty  had  been  experienced  in  keeping  the 
services  of  trained  men  for  the  v;ork  and  transport  difficulties  throughout 
the  area. 

The  work  included  in  the  contract  was  for  the  control 
of  Rats,  Mice,  Common  Cockroaches,  Steamflies  and  Silverfish,  in  all 
Council  properties,  private  houses  and  grounds  on  request.  Sewage 
disposal  works,  Tips,  Sewers  etc, 

MILK  SUPPLY 


There  were  some  40  retailers  in  the  district,  and  the  bulk 
of  milk  samples  were  taken  by  Officers  of  the  County  Council.  Copies 
of  all  reports  are  received  and  1 case  of  brucella  was  investigated; 

39  samples  being  taken  of  which  37  v;ere  satisfactory.  Appropriate  action 
\;as  taken  and  the  offending  herd  was  "cleaned  up". 
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SLAUGI-ITaRHOUSSS 


There  wes  no  change  in  the  pattern  of  meat  inspection 
during  the  year,  work  continuing  at  the  three  licensed  slaughter- 
houses on  similar  lines  to  previous  years.  The  Hygiene  and 
Prevention  of  Cruelty  Regulations  came  into  operation  in  1963. 

Re-arrangement  of  the  slaughtering  hours  at  one  of  the 
slaughterhouses  under  the  new  regulations  was  very  welcome. 
Slaughtering  now  takes  place  during  normal  working  hours  on 
Monday  to  Friday,  but  agreement  was  reached  to  allow  Saturday 
morning  slaughtering  during  the  months  of  May  to  September, 

All  animals  slaughtered  were  examined  and  the  fol levying 
table  shoves  particulars  of  the  work  done.  No  tuberculosis  or 
cysticercosis  was  found  and  the  figures  are  similar  to  last  year.

HOUSING 

Staff  shortage  and  changes  had  considerable  bearing  on  the 
progress  of  housing  work,  which  was  disappointing.  Reports  on  ten 
houses  v;ere  presented  to  Comraittee  and  in  all  cases  CiCtion  under 
Section  15  of  the  Act  was  instituted. 

Because  of  procedural  difficulties  informal  reports  were 
made  to  Committee  on  13  houses  in  North  Road,  Sutton;  it  was  decided 
that  the  best  course  of  action  would  be  to  defer  a final  decision 
until  further  detailed  information,  particularly  on  the  value  of  the 
properties,  could  be  obtained. 

Seventeen  individual  unfit  houses  were  demolished;  of  these 
eight  had  previously  been  closed.  A further  seventeen  houses  and 
four  basements  v/hich  formed  part  of  dwell inghouses  were  closed. 

Thirty  houses  were  reconditioned  to  a completely  fit 
standard  after  formal  or  informal  action  by  the  Council  or  Officers, 

One  case  of  statutory  overcrowding  was  reported  during  the 
year,  later  the  family  found  other  more  adequate  accommodation  outside 
the  District.

In  spite  of  the  difficult  financial  climate  during  the  year 
the  number  of  applications  for  grant  was  slightly  more  than  last  year. 

All  the  applications  except  one  arose  from  voluntary  action 
on  the  part  of  applicants,  many  of  whom  were  ovjner/occupiers , and  not 
from  any  pressure  on  the  part  of  the  Council  or  Officers.

In  the  cj.se  of  c.  cottege  in  Broughton  the 
tenant  requested  the  Council  to  require  the  compulsory  iraproveraent 
of  the  house  as  set  out  in  the  Housing  Act,  1964.  Consequent  upon 
this  action  the  owner  applied  for  standard  grant  and  the  work  was 
done. 

The  availability  of  grants  was  publicised  where 
possible,  and  a mobile  publicity  unit  spent  two  days  in  the  District, 
apparently  with  little  impact. 


Grant  was  refused  in  the  cases  of  two  applications 
for  standard  grant  and  two  applications  for  discretionary  grant 
because  of  non-compliance  with  essential  conditions.

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MOVABLE  D..SLLIHGS : 

The  number  of  carevans  on  licensed  sites  was  similar  to 
last  year,  at  the  end  of  December  there  were  7 sites  licensed  mainly 
for  recreational  use;  the  capacities  rangins  from  4 to  320  caravans. 

There  were  also  23  site  licences  operative  allov;ing  the  use  of  land 
for  not  more  than  3 caravans  in  each  case.  There  still  remained  the 
three  licensed  sites  authorising  in  total  80  caravans  \;hich  had  not 
been  brought  into  use. 

Planning  permission  was  granted  and  a site  licence  issued 
enabling  one  caravan  to  be  stationed  near  Bolton  Abbey  Station. 

i*fter  the  death  of  the  ovmer  one  caravan  site,  at  Bark  Lane, 
addingham,  was  sold  and  the  nev7  owner  v7as  licensed  on  similar  terras  to 
his  predecessor. 

An  application  for  planning  permission  for  the  use  of  land 
in  west  Lane,  Sutton  as  a caravan  site  was  considered  by  the  Planning 
Comiaittee.  The  application  was  refused  on  the  grounds  that  the  presence 
of  a caravan  colony  on  the  site  could  become  a danger  to  the  public  water 
supply  reservoir  v^hich  was  belov;  the  level  of  the  site  and  across  which 
ran  several  'feeders’  to  the  supply,  x-ccordingly , the  granting  of  a site 
licence  did  not  arise. 

One  Discontinuance  Order  for  land  bearing  existing  use  rights 
as  a caravan  site  was  made  by  the  Council  and  confirmed  after  inquiry 
by  the  Ministry  of  Rousing  and  Local  Government. 

Several  reports  were  made  to  the  Planning  Comriiittee  on  the 
continued  contravention  of  site  licence  conditions.  In  all  cases  except 
one  the  operacors  v;ere  given  periods  ranging  from  three  to  six  months 
to  " put  their  houses  in  order''.  In  the  one  case  the  operator  had  already 
been  given  warnings  of  possible  enforcement  action  and  had  disregarded  them. 
A prosecution  was  instituted  and  the  operator  was  fined  a total  of  £50. 

As  the  weather  during  the  summer  was  generally  below  average 
itinerant  camping  around  the  Dales  villages  was  not  as  heavy  as  in  many 
previous  years.  iJo  nuisance  or  contravention  of  the  camping  bye-laws  were 
observed.

Various  chemical  analyses  taken  with  satisfactory  results. 
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PRIVi.TE  WAT2R  SUPPLIES 


The  non- statutory  water  companies  and  private  sources  which 
serve  parts  of  the  District  continued  to  furnish  supplies  without 
major  change  or  trouble  being  ei^perienced. 

The  Craven  Water  Board  was  able  to  extend  their  supply  to 
the  higher  parts  of  Threshfield  village  v/hich  had  been  ill  served 
for  some  years.  No  instancosof  shortage  in  Threshfield  have  ccsne 
to  light  since  the  new  connections  were  made. 

The  water  supply  to  Kalton  East  Village  and  Kambleton  showed 
no  change.  Further  investigations  v;ere  undertaken  with  a viev7  to 
possible  improvement  to  quantity  and  quality  being  effected.  In  the 
case  of  the  Hambleton  supply  it  was  found  that  most  of  the  water  is 
merely  drainage  from  grassland  collected  into  a cistern  and  if  all 
these  feeders  were  to  be  eliminated  there  v;ould  be  virtually  no  supply. 
Haiton  East  is  supplied  mainly  by  springs  collected  into  an  underground 
tank  and  distributed  by  gravity  through  small  mains.  Some  few  years 
ago  one  spring  which  was  polluted  to  a greater  degree  than  others  was 
taken  out  of  the  supply,  shortage  of  water  was  then  experienced,  and 
the  spring  had  to  be  returned  to  the  supply.  The  distributing  mains 
are  now  almost  corroded  up  inside,  and  the  replacement  of  the  system 
is  becoming  increasingly  urgent.  The  Public  Health  Committee  after 
considering  reports  on  the  tv;o  supplies  came  to  the  conclusion  that  the 
best  course  of  action  would  be  for  the  Cra.ven  Water  Board  to  furnish 
an  alternative  supply,  and  that  body  was  prompted  to  give  urgent 
consideration  to  the  necessary  main  extensions. 

a public  meeting  was  held  in  Haiton  East  at  which  the  Trustees 
of  the  Chatsworth  Settlement  (who  o\m  the  existing  supplies)  the  Craven 
Water  Board,  and  the  Council  v/ere  represented.  It  appeared  from 
information  given  to  this  meeting  and  from  correspondence  with  the 
Board  that  the  expense  of  furnishing  the  supplies,  particularly  to 
Hambleton,  would  be  excessive.  The  Public  Health  Committee  are  now 
awaiting  further  details  of  any  deficiency  payments  which  may  be  necessary 
before  giving  the  matter  further  consideration. 

On  sampling  it  was  found  that  some  pollution  v/as  entering  the 
Cracoe  supply.  The  service  pipe  from  the  supply  cistern  to  the  village 
main  crosses  an  area  of  peaty  marshjand  which  does  not  adequately  support 
the  pipeline,  it  is  thus  liable  to  fracture,  and  as  the  pipe  is  in- 
adequate in  size  at  times  of  heavy  usage,  a partial  vacuum  is  built  up  and 
surface  water  dravm  in.  I believe  that  this  factor  was  the  cause  of 
the  pollution.  The  Ovxicrs  of  the  supply  were  notified  of  the  pollution 
after  vdiich  the  pipeline  was  made  good;  a suggestion  that  the  concrete 
asbestos  pipeline  be  replaced  by  alkathene  was  not  acted  upon,  presumably 
because  of  the  expense  involved. 

Ho  improvements  were  made  to  any  of  the  many  small  supplies 
serving  Lothersdale  village.  As  in  the  case  of  Haiton  East  the  solution 
would  appear  to  be  a public  supply  for  the  village.  Shortage  of  water 
is  causing  serious  obstruction  to  modernisation  and  house  improvemehts 
in  the  village  which  is  now  sewered,  quite  apart  from  possible  danger 
to  health  from  pollution  in  the  major  supply  and  several  others. 

The  supply  of  water  to  some  30  houses  in  the  Southfield  district 
of  Addinghara  was  continued  by  the  successors  of  the  Addingham  Water 
Company  who  arc  also  the  ovmers  of  a plastics  factory.  In  spite  of 
promises  the  chlorination  plant  for  the  supply  had  not  been  installed 
at  the  end  of  the  yea.r,  but  I understand  that  all  the  necessary  consents 
for  the  erection  of  a building  to  house  the  plant  and  all  wayleaves  have 
been  obtained.  The  need  for  the  purification  of  this  supply  was  kept 
alive  by  correspondence  vjith  the  fine,  and  that  v^ill  be  continued. 
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Routine  sanples  revecled  thr.t  the  private  supply 
to  Aireview,  Cononley  ov/ned  by  a snail  Water  Conpany  was  again  being 
polluted  after  several  years  without  trouble.  After  being  given  the 
report  on  the  pollution  the  o;imcrs  were  very  perturbed,  and  are  actively 
engaged  in  the  elinination  of  several  possible  sources  of  pollution. 

Gross  pollution  was  also  established  in  a snail 
supply  to  8 houses  also  in  Cononley  Village.  In  this  case  the  owners 
were  unwilling  to  co-operate  in  carrying  out  protection  works  and 
notices  under  Section  138  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936  have  been 
served  on  the  owners  of  the  properties  concerned  requiring  them  to 
connect  to  the  village  supply  which  is  afforded  by  the  Craven  Hater  Board, 

Several  nev/  boreholes  to  serve  farm  premises  vjere 
put  do'vim  and  iraprovements  were  effected  to  farm  and  other  small  supplies. 
The  use^ of  sterilizing  filters  was  CKtended,  Several  samples  were  taken 
to  check  the  effectiveness  of  these  filters,  and  in  all  cases  they  were 
found  to  be  completely  effective. 

In  total  78  samples  from  the  private  supplies  of 
water  were  taken  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for 
bacteriological  analysis;  of  these  49  were  satisfactory,  and  29  showed 
pollution  to  an  unacceptable  degree.  One  sample  was  taken  and  submitted 
for  chemical  analysis;  it  was  found  to  be  of  satisfactory  quality,  but 
rather  acid.

DiU'.II^'.GE  HORIC  & SANITARY  x.CCOMIiODATIOH 

In  a District  of  the  acreage  of  Skipton  Rural,  the 
Council's  officers  are  dependent  to  an  unusual  extent  on  the  co-operation 
of  contractors  in  giving  the  required  notices  of  building  and  drainage 
operations.  No  case  of  the  back  filling  of  excavations  before  tost  and 
inspection  of  drainage  v;as  noted,  A total  of  2,449  yards  of  4”  drain 
and  140  yards  of  6"  drain  were  tested.  3,740  yards  of  4”  drain,  139 
yards  of  6"  drain  and  206  yards  of  9"  drain  were  inspected,  but  not 
tested. 

The  schemes  for  grant  aid  to  be  paid  to  owners  to 
help  them  in  converting  pail  and  tippler  closets  to  fresh  water  closets 
V7as  continued  without  modification. 

During  the  year  30  pail  closets  V7cre  converted  to 
water  closets,,  76  waste  v/ater  closets  were  converted  to  fresh  water 
closets. 


BUILDING 


On  the  1st  February  national  building  regulations 
superceded  the  building  bye-laws;  the  administration  of  building  control 
of  private  development  was  continued  by  officers  of  the  Health  Department. 
Some  of  the  Regulations  set  up  new  concepts  of  building  control,  and  are 
more  complex  than  Byelaws  in  their  application;  indeed  in  the  opinion  of 
i.iany  officers  who  administer  them  they  appear  to  be  unnecessarily  complex 
and  in  places  somewhat  ambiguous  and  restrictive. 


Detailed  study  of  the  regulations  and  their  application 
to  proposals  was  found  to  bo  very  time-consuming,  and  whilst  increasing 
familiarity  reduced  this  factor  later  in  the  year,  much  more  time  and 
effort  than  hitherto  had  to  be  expended  on  administration.

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Private  development  within  the  District  was  continued 
at  a high  level  and  more  houses  were  completed  than  last  year, 
and  indeed,  during  any  similar  post-War  period.

FACTORIES  5c  WORKSHOPS 


Visits  to  factories  in  the  District  were  continued 
throughout  the  year  with  particular  reference  to  the  adequacy 
and  condition  of  sanitary  conveniences  for  the  use  of  woric-people. 

The  attention  of  factory  management  was  directed  to  five 
contraventions  of  the  Act,  iJo  prosecutions  were  needed  to  enforce 
necessary  action. 

The  burling  and  mending  of  worsted  cloth  was  continued  in 
the  houses  of  12  outworkers,  and  these  were  visited  at  infrequent 
intervals, 

OFFICES.  SHOPS  & Id^lLlA.Y  PREMISSS  ACT,  1963. 

Three  nev7  premises  were  registered  during  the  year,  bringing 
the  total  number  of  registered  premises  to  81,  The  total  nuriber  of 
persons  employed  in  registered  premises  was  227, 

PETROLEUM  SPIRIT  STOR/^GE 


One  new  petrol  filling  station  v;as  established  at  Bolton 
Abbey  and  the  necessary  new  storage  licence  issued.  One  other  new 
licence  was  granted,  but  no  work  v/as  done  towards  the  installation 
during  the  year.  Three  storage  licences  ware  transferred  after  changes 
in  ownership.  Several  alterations  and  improvements  to  existing 
dispensing  points  at  filling  stations  were  carried  out. 

The  inspection  and  testing  of  new  petrol  storage  facilities 
was  carried  out  by  officers  of  the  Department,  and  routine  inspections 
on  the  Council's  behalf  were  continued  by  the  County  Fire  Service. 

Licences  in  force  at  the  end  of  the  year  allowed  the  storage 
of  236,000  gallons  of  petroleum  spirit  or  mixtures  on  83  separate  sites. 

SCHOOLS 

Without  complaints  having  been  made  several  inspections  of 
toilets  and  other  facilities  were  made  at  schools  within  the  District, 

In  no  case  was  it  necessary  to  ask  the  Education  Authorities  or  school 
managers  to  carry  out  work. 

ICEEPIMG  OF  id'IIM/A^S 


There  are  no  bye-laws  governing  the  keeping  of  animals  within 
the  District.  Several  complaints  of  nuisances  were  recorded;  all  were 
abated  without  the  necessity  for  statutory  action, 

PUiCES  OF  ENTERTAIIMEMT 


Places  of  entertainment,  mainly  hotels  and  inns,  were  visited 
from  time  to  time.  Improvements  v/ere  effected  to  sanitary  conveniences 
in  11  cases.  The  notice  served  during  last  year  on  the  ov;ner  of  a small 
refreshment  house  serving  mainly  fried  fish  ahd  chips  was  not  complied 
with,  and  complaint  was  made  to  the  local  court  of  summary  jurisdiction 
for  the  application  of  the  penalties  set  out  in  the  section.  The 
court  rejected  the  Council's  application  and  refused  to  impose  penalties. 
Later  complaints  of  customers  of  the  cafe  corireitting  nuisances 
on  land  and  in  alleys  adjoining  ware  referred  to  the  police,  and  the 
County  Council  as  licensors  of  the  premises. 
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SMOKE  AB/iT£IiSi-!T 

Apert  fron  smoka  emissions  from  the  one  remaining  lime- 
burning plant  within  the  District,  industrial  premises  gave  little 
trouble.  Timed  observations  were  made  from  time  to  time,  and  in 
one  case  only  v;as  it  necessary  to  make  representations  to  factory 
management  of  excessive  smoke  emissions.  The  cause  of  the  nuisance 
was  found  to  arise  from  the  use  of  a coal  fired  Lancashire  boiler 
for  heating  with  a steam  raising  capacity  far  in  excess  of  requirements 
resulting  in  a too  thin  fire  bed  and  insufficient  combustion  temperature. 
The  plant  was  later  replaced  by  an  oil  fired  heating  system,  which  v/as 
afterwards  operated  ivith  complete  absence  of  smoke. 

In  two  cases  xi/here  the  installation  of  new  furnaces  at 
factories  was  contemplated, prior  approvals  under  the  Clean  Air  Act, 

1956  were  given.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year  complaints  were  received 
of  a nuisance  arising  from  the  burning  of  scrap  motor  vehicles  including 
the  tyres  on  a scrap  recovery  site.  On  investigation  it  appeared  that 
a statutory  nuisance  v;as,  in  fact,  being  caused  and  the  occupier  of  the 
site  was  requested  to  cease  the  practice.  The  service  of  formal  notice 
v/as  authorised,  but  as  there,  was  no  recurrence  of  the  nuisance  it  was 
not  served, 

A preliminary  survey  was  made  generally  of  South  Craven,  and  in 
particular,  the  iParish  of  Sutton,  v/ith  a view  to  the  making  of  smoke 
control  orders.  Following  up  the  earlier  decision  that  a pilot  scheme 
be  introduced  for  approximately  ha.lf  of  Sutton  Village  the  initial 
application  was  made  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  & Local  Government 
for  consent  to  proceed  with  the  scheme. 

Further  consideration  was  given  to  the  project  when  it  v/as 
decided  that  ultimately  the  v/hole  of  the  villages  of  Glusburn,  Crosshills, 
Sutton,  Eastburn  A Steeton  be  covered  by  smoke  control  areas.  The  areas 
were  defined  on  maps,  the  part  to  be  dealt  with  first  being  the  Sutton 
Mill  area  of  Sutton  Village.  After  further  correspondence  with  the 
Ministry  in  v/hich  the  Council's  ultimate  aims  were  made  clear, approval 
was  given  to  proceed  further  towards  the  first  Order. 

NOISE  liUISAIICS 

No  complaint  of  nuisance  from  excessive  noise  was  received  during 
the  year, 

OFFENSIVE  TPed)ES 


There  are  no  designated  offensive  trades  within  the  District. 

No  nuisances  were  recorded  from  the  knackery  at  Glusburn  and  the  tannery 
in  Erabsay  village. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION'  AND  DISPOSAL 


The  maintenance  of  household  refuse  collection  at  the  scheduled 
intervals  proved  to  be  the  most  difficult  of  any  year  within  my  experience. 
Adequate  labour  could  not  be  recruited  and  many  of  the  long-standing,  and 
well  tried  v/orkmen  left  to  take  up  more  lucrative  employment.  In  many 
cases  the  replacements  who  were  recruited  were  not  of  the  calibre  of 
their  predecessors,  and  many  of  them  left  after  short  periods  of 
employment.  It  was  necessary  to  work  excessive  overtime  to  maintain 
the  service  on  anything  approaching  a satisfactory  basis. 

Some  consideration  was  given  to  the  inauguration  of  a bin  bonus 
scheme,  and  a considerable  amount  of  executive  time  was  spent  in  re- 
organising the  work  schedules  in  an  effort  to  improve  the  efficiency  of 
collection.  It  appears  that  before  any  adequate  scheme  can  be  worked  out 
it  will  be  necessary  to  carry  out  some  additional  v/ork  study  with  each 
tear.i  on  collection;  unfortunately,  lack  of  time  did  not  permit  this 
to  be  done. 

One  new  40  cu,  yds,  compacting  refuse  collection  vehicle  was 
purchased  and  put  into  service;  this  proved  to  be  a great  help  in 
maintCiining  collection  schedules.

As  houses  are  completed  on  the  nev;  sites  on  which  collections 
are  from  paper  sacks,  it  has  become  obvious  that  the  use  of  such  sacks 
saves  a considerable  amount  of  labour  cost;  whether  this  compensates 
adequately  for  the  cost  of  the  sacks  was  not  proved. 


Efforts  were  made  to  obtain  additional  garage  accommodation 
at  or  near  the  Cononley  Depot  which  had  become  inadequate  to  house 
the  larger  vehicles  in  operation.  A disused  barn  near  the  Depot  was 
inspected  and  indeed  it  was  decided  to  negotiate  for  its  purchase. 

After  further  information  had  been  obtained  it  was  clear  that  the  vendor 
was  not  prepared  to  sell  to  the  Council  at  the  price  considered  to  be 
adequate  by  the  District  Valuer.  Later  land  adjoining  the  Cononley  Depot 
was  offered  for  sale  when  it  was  decided  to  purchase  sufficient  to  enable 
a new  garage  to  be  erected.  Details  of  garage  accommodation  on  the  land 
large  enough  to  house  four  vehicles  were  approved  by  the  Council,  but 
no  constructional  work  had  commenced. 


The  Cononley  Depot  and  buildings  on  the  tip  were  again 
subjected  to  vandalism  without  the  culprits  being  caught. 

The  bin  hire  scheme  continued  to  show  a small  profit  on 

the  year.

Further  discussions  V7ith  officers  of  the  Skipton  U.D.C. 
took  place  on  the  question  of  co-operation  in  the  disposal  of  household 
refuse.  It  appeared  that  the  U.D.C.  had  an  option  on  a parcel  of  land 
for  refuse  disposal  near  their  sewage  disposal  works  in  the  Aire  Valley, 
It  was  suggested  that  on  completion  of  their  existing  tip,  which,  I 
understand,  is  likely  within  a comparatively  short  period,  the  U.D.C. 
refuse  should  be  disposed  of  at  the  Cononley  Tip,  On  the  completion  of 
Cononley  Tip  the  refuse  from  the  two  authorities  to  be  disposed  of  on 
the  new  U.D.C.  site  near  their  sewage  works. 
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Several  difficulties  such  as  access  roads  and 
the  size  of  the  parcel  of  land  available  arose,  and  at  the  end  of 
the  year  the  matter  was  in  abeyance  pending  the  acquisition  of  more 
land  and  negotiations  for  planning  consent  by  the  U.D.C. 

A tentative  approach  from  the  Ilkley  U.D.C, 
at  officer  level  was  made  with  a view  to  co-operation  in  refuse 
disposal  in  the  Addingham  area.  No  conclusion  was  reached,  and 
further  discussions  are  pending. 

The  disposal  of  salvaged  waste  paper  became 
somewhat  more  difficult,  and  no  deliveries  were  accepted  by  the  Mill 
during  Deceraber.  The  bonus  scheme  was  changed  on  the  ist  April  from 
the  payment  to  the  workmen  of  10%  of  the  value  of  all  salvaged 
materials  to  50%  of  the  value  of  all  materials  over  £100  per  month; 
no  bonus  to  be  paid  until  the  basic  income  reached.  Even  with  somewhat 
reduced  sales  the  bonus  paid  to  the  men  showed  a considerable  increase.

RODENT  AND  OTMER  BEST  COIyTTROL 

The  search  for  rats  and  the  effective  treatment 
of  all  infestation  found  and  reported  was  continued  by  the  Council's 
Rodent  Operative.  Contracts  with  farmers  and  others  were  continued 
at  the  same  minimum  charge  of  £3.  10s.  Od,  covering  four  visits  and  any 
necessary  treatments.  At  the  end  of  the  year  107  contracts  were 
operative.  Whilst  rodent  infestations  of  agricultural  holdings  were 
perhaps  not  quite  as  serious  as  in  arable  areas,  I am  convinced  that  rats 
are  more  of  a problem  than  is  admitted  by  the  farming  community  generally, 
and  the  number  of  contracts  could  usefully  be  increased. 
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The  free  service  to  householders  was  continued. 
Regular  disinfestation  treatments  were  carried  out  on  the  Council's 
sev/crs,  sewage  works,  refuse  tips  and  other  properties. 

Warfarin  v;as  again  relied  upon  for  raost 
treatments  for  rats  except  sewers  in  which  f luoracetimide  was  used; 

>-  warning  to  all  workmen  of  the  dangers  inherent  in  the  use  of  this 

poison  were  renev;ed.  Some  Vj'arfarin  resistance  in  mice  was  experienced, 
and  all  mouse  infestations  found  were  treated  with  zinc  phosphide  or 
alphachlorolise  which  proved  to  be  quite  effective. 

No  notice  under  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by 
Pests  Act  was  found  to  be  necessary.  In  cases  where  infestation  v;as 
found,  the  occupiers  of  land  and  premises  were  persuaded  cither  to  carry 
out  their  own  disinfestation  or  permit  the  Council  to  do  the  necessary 
treatment. 

In  addition  to  rodent  infestations  the  operative 
is  competent  to  deal  with  insect  infestations  on  premises.  All  the 
Council's  tips,  depots  and  other  undertakings  were  given  adequate 
treatments  in  addition  to  the  disinfestation  of  a small  number  of 
premises  in  private  occupation.  No  serious  nuisance  from  flies  or  other 
insect  pests  came  to  light,  and  none  from  bed  bugs  or  fleas. 

The  number  of  recurring  complaints  of  infestation 
by  oriental  cockroaches  was  very  few  since  the  treatment  of  such 
infestations  by  lacquer  containing  Dieldrin  was  commenced  some  years  ago. 
In  a few  premises  it  was  necessary  to  renew  the  lacquer.

(a)  Milk 


Sampling  was  continued  on  a similar  scale  to  last 
year,  and  was  confined  in  the  main  to  milk  roundsmen  selling  raw  milk 
which  is  not  Sc:.mpled  elsev;here.  Every  effort  was  made  to  avoid  over- 
lapping with  the  activities  of  the  County  sampling  officers. 


The  samples  were  sent  to  the  Bradford  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  and  were  subjected  to  methylene  blue  examination,  and  the 
ring  test  for  the  presence  of  brucella  abortus,  iill  those  sc.mples 
giving  a positive  ring  test  were  also  tested  by  culture  and  biological 
examination.  Four  notices  ware  served  on  producers  v;hosa  hercs  proouced 
milk  containing  live  brucella  organisms  requiring  all  the  milk  to  be 
diverted  for  pasteurisation  until  proven  free  from  infection. 


A notification  of  a case  of  undulant  fever  wa>s 
received.  The  patient  was  a visitor  at  an  ecclesiastical  rest  centre 
wi chin  the  District,  Immediate  investigation  revealed  that  the  milk 
being  supplied  to  staff  and  patients  v/as  not  pasteurised;  samples  v;ere 
taken  and  submitted  to  the  laboratory  and  the  staff  v/erc  given 
instructions  how  to  heat  treat  the  milk  pending  the  results  of  the 
analyses.  All  the  samples  proved  to  be  negative,  ana  later  sampling 
confirmed  these  results.  No  further  case  nor  any  disturbance  of  any 
kind  amongst  visitors  or  staff  was  reported;  it  was  concluded  that  the 
patient  roust  have  been  infected  whilst  taking  refreshment  elsewnere  tne^n 
the  Centre  as  the  information  given  v;as  that  all  milk  consumed  at  her 
ovjn  home  v/as  pasteurised.  Further  inquiries  wore  completely  abortive. 


4 do.iries  and  16  dairyraen  other  than  producer/ retailers  were  rosistared.  A high  proportion 
of  the  milk  sold  i/ithii.  the  District  was  sold  by  producer/retailers,  and  was  not  heat  treated.

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( b)  Ice-Crecn 

116  premises  were  registered  for  the  storage  and  sale 
ot  ice-cream.

During  routine  visits  to  catering  establishments  the 
swabbing  of  utensils  was  continued.  In  ail  cases  v/here 
unsatisfactory  or  doubtful  results  had  been  obtained  further 
visits  were  made,  and  the  methods  of  the  kitchen  staff  examined 
in  some  detail. 

After  a report  of  sickness  after  eating  cheese  bought  in 
a neighbouring  town,  samples  of  the  food  complained  of  and  vomit 
were  submitted  for  analysis.  The  cheese  was  found  to  contain 
staph,  aureus  but  the  vomit  was  negative.  The  results  were  passed 
to  the  health  staff  of  the  Authority  concerned. 

Shopkeepers  having  deep  freeze  refrigerators  and  stacking 
frozen  food  were  kept  av/are  of  the  necessity  for  great  care  in 
making  sure  that  stocks  were  rotated  in  the  fridge,  that  none  was 
left  out  for  long  periods;  that  the  compartment  was  kept  clean  and 
free  from  excessive  ice,  v/as  not  over-filled,  and  that  the  electricity 
supply  was  not  turned  off  for  long  periods. 

There  are  no  egg  pasteurising  plants  within  the  District. 

After  complaints  had  been  received  as  to  their  quality,  tv/o  samples 
of  canned  baby  food  were  submitted  to  the  laboratory  for  analysis. 

In  both  cases  the  contents  were  free  from  pathogens. 

During  the  year  v;e  were  asked  to  collaborate  with  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  Service  in  a nation  wide  investigation  on  Cl.Welchii 
in  farm  soil,  and  several  samples  were  taken  as  recommended  and  sent 
to  the  laboratory  for  analysis. 

The  Chief  Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measures  of  the  W,R,G,C, 
has  been  good  enough  to  supply  the  following  details  of  sampling 
under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  carried  out  v/ithin  the  District.

( d)  Meat  Inspection  and  Slaur^htcrhouses . 

Regular  slaughter  was  continued  at  the  four  licen  ed 
slaughterhouses  within  the  District.  One  slaughterhouse  vjcs  used 
exclusively  for  pigs  by  a v/holesaler,  and  was  in  use  for  five  days 
each  v/eek  including  Saturdays  and  Sundays.  The  other  three  were  occupied 
by  retail  butchers,  and  were  not  used  so  extensively  although  in  two  of 
then  slaughtering  was  done  on  Sundays. 

After  the  Meat  Inspection  Regulations,  1963  became  operative 
the  butchers  who  habitually  slaughtered  at  week-ends  were  asked  for 
their  co-operation  in  regulating  tines  of  slaughter.  A sub-conmittee  of 
the  Public  Health  Committee  was  formed  and  net  the  interested  parties  at 
a special  meeting,  but  in  spite  of  prolonged  discussion  no  amicable 
conclusion  was  reached. 

All  animals  killed  were  inspected  during  or  iranediately  after 
slgughter.  In  order  to  check  inspections  four  samples  of  carcase  and  organ 
tissue  were  sent  to  the  laboratory  for  analysis;  in  one  case  the  sample 
contained  Corynebacteriun  pyogenes. 

The  practice  of  colouring  rejected  neat  green  prior  to  disposal 
to  an  approved  processor  was  continued. 

Several  complaints  were  received  from  an  adjoining  Authority  of 
taint  in  pig  meat  slaughtered  within  the  District.  On  investigation  it 
was  at  first  assumed  that  the  taint  arose  from  the  use  of  chemical 
disinfectants  in  the  slaughterhouse  as  the  taint  wc.s  resinous  in  character, 
but  the  complaints  persisted  after  the  cessation  of  the  use  of  disinfectants. 
Further  investigations  were  made  when  it  was  concluded  that  sav^dust  from 
aromatic  woods  \/hich  had  been  used  in  the  lairage  was  the  most  likely  cause. 
Straw  was  substituted  for  sawdust  as  bedding  material,  and  no  further 
complaints  were  received. 


There  are  no  establishments  v;ithin  the  District  at  v;hich 
poultry  are  killed  regularly,  although  many  farraers  kill  and  prepare  table 
birds  for  sale  before  Christmas  and  on  other  isolated  occasions.  Only  a 
very  few  were  inspected.

(e)  Food  Premises: 


Conditions  within  food  premises  were  found  to  be  generally 
good,  and  none  was  found  to  be  dirty  although  some  improvement  of  methods 
in  keeping  the  premises  tidy  v;as  clearly  necessary. 

During  December  a local  butcher  was  observed  carrying 
uncovered  meat  from  a small  delivery  vehicle  to  his  shop  with  a cigarette 
with  ash  on  it  hanging  from  his  lips.  He  was  wearing  a soiled  looking 
overcoat  and  trilby  hat  which  quite  clearly  were  not  washable.  On  the 
facts  being  reported  to  the  Public  Health  Committee  it  was  decided  that  a 
prosecution  under  the  Regulations  v;as  appropriate  to  the  circumstances. 
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Details  of  food  premises  in  their  respective

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1.  GElJERTiL  DESCRIPTION; 

Details  of  the  population  and  acreages  of  the  eight 
districts  have  been  given  in  Section  A.  With  an  acreage  of 
nearly  half  a niillion  this  is  the  largest  of  the  Health  Divisions 
in  the  West  Riding  in  both  size  and  number  of  constituent  districts; 
although  there  are  a few  with  larger  populations.  There  have  been 
no  particular  alterations  in  its  character,  for  although  the 
'commuter  age'  is  producing  more  'dormitory'  villages,  there  is  no 
threat  from  overspill,  satellite  towns,  or  motorways.  Furthermore, 
it  seems  unlikely  that  there  will  be  any  major  changes  in  its 
boundaries. 

Of  the  eight  districts  the  whole  of  Sedbergh  and  considerable 
portions  of  Settle  and  Skipton  Rural  Districts  come  within  the 
Yorkshire  Dales  National  Park,  where  the  average  number  of  persons 
per  square  mile  is  34  compared  with  640  in  the  Administrative  County, 
Additionally,  the  Forest  of  Rowland  has  been  designated  an  area  of 
outstanding  natural  beauty,  by  order  under  the  National  Parks  Commission, 
State  Forests  have  been  established  in  that  area,  but  elsewhere 
agriculture  is  the  staple  occupation  along  with  quarrying  and  limestone 
burning,  and  a variety  of  industries  in  the  towns  and  larger  villages 
in  which  textiles  predominate. 

The  employment  position  in  Craven  has  been  far  better  than 
in  most  parts  of  Britain,  for  although  there  was  a small  deterioration 
after  the  summer  holiday  period,  the  December  unemployed  represented 
0,9  per  cent  of  the  insured  population  compared  with  1,8  per  cent  in 
the  Yorkshire  and  Humberside  region,  and  2,4  per  cent  Nationally, 

The  Employment  Exchange  had  38  notified  vacancies  for  men  and  85 
for  women  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Of  the  478  registered  disabled 
persons  in  the  area  only  15  (3,1  per  cent)  were  unemployed, 

2.  HEALTH  CECTRES; 

There  has  been  a great  upsurge  of  interest  in  health  centres 
during  the  past  year,  led  by  the  British  Medical  Association  in 
Scotland  where  the  family  doctors  have  come  out  solidly  in  favour. 

There  have  been  opportunities  in  the  north,  where  the  redevelopment 
of  old  towns  and  the  building  of  ne;\r  ones  has  focussed  attention 
on  the  basic  deficiencies  of  the  National  Health  Service,  particularly 
the  tripartite  structure  with  its  many  failures  in  co-operation 
between  the  three  branches.  Thus,  after  nearly  20  years,  and 
unrelenting  opposition  by  some  family  doctors,  the  original  concept 
is  approaching  reality  Xi/ith  G.Ps  and  local  health  authority  staff 
sharing  the  same  premises,  and  with  centre  premises  to  be  established 
in  all  new  hospitals,  and  extensions.  In  England  development  is 
likely  to  be  slower,  but  some  authorities,  the  West  Riding  in 
particular,  are  working  towards  the  so.me  objective.  As  the  Chief 
Medical  Officer  for  Scotland  has  said  - "General  practice  should  be 
provided  with  the  plant  and  equipment  needed  for  effective  medical 
practice.  It  was  false  economy  to  spend  large  sums  of  money  educating 
doctors  and  then  expect  them  to  practise  with  little  more  than  a 
fountain  pen  and  a stethoscope".  Furthermore,  unless  all  our  medical, 
nursing,  social  and  technological  vjorkors  are  pooled  and  used  to 
their  best  advantage  the  patient  cannot  possibly  obtain  the  maximun 
value  from  this  expensive  service.  And  if  it  is  insisted  that  every 
person  is  entitled  to  direct  access^  at  any  time  to  modica.1  service,  i 

and  if  this  is  always  and  only  to  be  a doctor,  then  Dr,  Brother'ston  j 

says  - "we  are  heading  straight  for  a situation  where  wo  v;ill  be  in  | 
danger  of  being  declared  bankrupt  because  the  demand  is  overwhelming 
the  resources  wo  have  ava.ilable  to  meet  it".  In  other  words,  with 
an  expanding  population  and  a philosophy  which  demands  instant  j 

medical  attention  for  the  most  trivial  deviation  from  normal  with 
no  effective  resti'aint  on  work  load,  there  are  just  not  enough  j 

doctors  to  meet  the  demands  either  in  the  hospitals  or  in  general 
practice. 
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In  this  Division  there  are  no  health  centres,  although 
Settle  could  have  had  one  ten  years  ago  if  the  doctors  had  then  been 
willing  to  join  it.  All  expenses  would  have  been  paid  from  a 
charitable  trust.  That  opportunity  has  now  been  lost,  and  in  the 
meantime  discussions  continue  oh  the  provision  of  mini-elinics  to 
replace  various  unsatisfactory  premise sj  and  on  multi— clinics  in 
larger  centres  of  population,  some  capable  of  expansion  into  health 
centres  with  general  practitioner  participation.  It  is  hoped  to 
have  more  concrete  results  to  report  next  year,  despite  the  present 
unfavourable  economic  climate, 

3.  MIDHIFERY  SERVICES; 

It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  local  health  authority 
to  provide  midwives  for  mothers  having  their  babies  at  home.  The 
number  \}ho  wish  to  do  so  is  diminishing  rapidly,  but  in  contrast  to 
many  parts  of  the  country,  no  mother  in  this  Division  need  be  confined 
outside  hospital.  For  those  who  choose  domiciliary  confinement  there 
is  one  midwife, and  sixteen  home  nurse/midwives.  They  are  also 
available  to  attend  the  increasing  nui±)er  of  mothers  who  leave  hospital 
48  hours  after  delivery.  In  some  counties  these  midwives  are  taking 
their  patients  into  hospital,  conducting  the  confinement  under  the 
safest  conditions,  and  then  bringing  them  home.  This  system  has  the 
advantage  of  retaining  the  midwives  skill,  and  is  likely  to  be  available 
at  the  new  Eastburn  Hospital,  It  is  not  so  much  the  maternal  mortality 
we  are  noy  concerned  with  as  this  fell  from  193  per  100,000  births  in 
1944,  , to  65  in  1954.  > f'-nd  to  25  in  1964.  It  is  the  perinatal  mortality 
(still-births  and  deaths  early  in  life)  which  is  now  regarded  as  the  more 
sensitive  index  of  the  care  of  mothers  and  their  babies.  And  despite 
the  highest  standards  of  ante-natal  care  it  is  difficult  to  predict 
accurately  which  mothers  will  have  an  eneventful  confinement  at  home. 
Confinement  in  a general-practitioner  maternity  unit  means  that  a 
midwife  is  always  ovailable,  and  that  acibulance  and  flying-squad  services 
are  readily  available  even  in  bad  weather.  But  such  a unit  has  no 
resident  doctor,  no  blood  bank,  and  surgical  and  anaesthetic  facilities 
will  permit  the  use  of  forceps  but  not  caesarean  section.  If,  however, 
these  G.P,  beds  are  housed  in  the  same  building  as  a consultant  unit, 
the  risks  of  sudden  and  unexpected  emergency  are  reduced  to  a minimum. 
Everyone  is  in  agreement  that  young  mothers  having  their  first 
confinement,  (and  they  contribute  one  third  of  all  births),  should  be  in 
a hospital  with  consultant  cover.  But  there  is  yet  no  agreement  as  to 
whether  the  G,P.  obstetrician  will  eventually  cease  to  practise,  just 
as  the  G.P,  surgeon  has  disappeared  from  the  hospitals  in  this  country. 

So  far  as  the  Division  was  concerned,  the  midwives 
attended  IO6  homo  confinements.  That  is  8.9  per  cent  of  births  and 
well  below  the  national  average.  General  practitioners  are  ’booked’ 
to  attend  those  confinements,  and  did  so  in  55  cases.  Ante-natal 
care  is  shared  with  the  doctors,  and  is  facilitated  by  the  use  of  a 
record  card  by  both  parties. 

Classes  for  teaching  mothercraft  and  relaxation 
exercises  are  organised  at  six  centres,  and  comment  on  this  sort  of 
training  came  during  the  year  from  the  Resoarch  Committee  of  the  Royal 
College  of  Midwives.  It  stated  tha.t  ’’there  was  almost  complete 
agreement  among  those  v;ho  attended  ante-eiatal  classes  that  they  were 
helpful  as  a preparation  for  labour,  gave  confidence  generally,  and 
also  provided  good  advice  about  the  care  of  the  baby”.  The  company 
of  other  expectant  mothers  was  said  to  be  one  of  the  most  appreciated 
and  re-assuring  fea.tures  of  ante-nata.l  classes. 

The  births  notified  in  the  Divisional  area  during  the 
year  are  sot  out  below  and  show  a decTea.so  of  26  over  the  1965  figure. 
There  v;as  a decrease  of  33  in  1965,  but  an  increase  of  92  in  1964.

4.  CHIIB  VJELFARE; 

This  covers  the  co.re  of  the  baby  by  the  nidwife  to  the  fourteenth 
day,  including  those  now  discharged  from  hospital  any  tirae  after  48 
hours.  Supervision  thereafter,  and  until  the  child  leaves  school,  is 
the  responsibility  of  the  health  visitor/school  nurse.  Her  visits  are 
on  a selective  basis,  particular  attentioh  being  given  to  babies  v/ho 
are  not  thriving,  or  where  care  is  ina.dequate  in  one  or  nore  respects. 
The  number  of  calls  made  by  health  visitors  is  given  in  Section  6, 

(a.)  Clinic  Services; 


In  a recent  raemorandura  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Health's 
Standing  Medical  Advisory  Committee  the  functions  of  the  child  welfare 
centre  were  described  as  providing  a service  for  the  promotion  of 
health  in  the  growing  child  (i)  by  careful  screening  for  abnormalities 
so  that  appropriate  treatment  can  bo  given  e arly,  a nd  future  special 
needs  assossed|  (ii)  by  regular  follow-up  exajaina.tions  so  that  any 
deviation  from  normal  emotional  or  physical  development  can  be  dealt 
with;  (iii)  by  positive  health  education  of  the  parents  individually 
or  in  groups,  and  (iv)!^ immunisation  procedures. 

The  popularity  of  these  local  authority  centres,  staffed  by  full- 
time doctors  who  have  adequate  time  for  individual  discussion  with  those 
attending,  is  shovm  in  the  statistics.  For  although  primarily  concerned 
with  young  children  they  tend  increasingly  to  cater  for  the  family  as 
a whole  and  play  an  import o.nt  part  in  community  life.  The  value  of 
the  weighing  session  has  certainly  been  over-emphasised  in  the  past,  but 
it  provides  a contact  for  the  mother  with  the  health  visitor,  often 
for  a discussion  on  behaviour  difficulties  which  most  children  show  at 
some  stage  in  their  lives. 

It  has  been  the  aim  in  this  Division  to  provide  clinic  sessions 
in  all  the  larger  centres  of  population,  with  the  mobile  clinic  to 
visit  the  villages.  Doctors  c.ttend  all  the  static  clinics,  and  nearly 
a.ll  the  mobile  sessions.  The  figures  are  as  follows:-

The  value  which  mothers  place  upon  those  clinics  can  be 
judged  by  the  attendances.  Despite  small  falls  in  the  birth-rates 
in  1965  and  in  1966.,  the  total  attendances  this  year  increased 
by  almost  1,000. 
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(b)  Premature  Births; 

Preraature  babies  are  those  weighing  5^  lbs.  or  less 
at  birth,  irrespective  of  the  period  of  gestation. 

During  the  year  55  premature  babies  were  born,  52 
in  hospital  and  3 at  home,  6 died  within  28  days. 

The  Bradford  Children's  Hospital  has  a specially  equipped 
and  staffed  imit  to  which  prematures  can  be  transferred 
if  necessary,  and  their  conveyance  is  facilitated  by  the 
provision  of  new  portable  incijbators  which  Oxygenaire  Ltd., 
have  been  developing  during  the  past  two  years  in  co-operation 
with  the  County  Ambulance  Service, 

( c ) The  Nursery  and  Child  Minders  (Regulation)  Act,  1948, 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  was  one  private  nursery 
registered  under  the  Act,  No  child  minders  were  registered, 
for  although  many  children  are  cared  for  by  persons  other 
than  relatives,  the  Regulations  state  that  registration  is 
only  required  when  the  number  of  children  to  be  looked  after, 
excluding  the  applicant's  own  or  a relative's  children, 
exceeds  two;  and  that  it  is  for  a substantial  pant  of  the  day. 

So  far  as  play  groups  are  concerned,  s everal  having  been 
established  in  recent  yeans,  the  policy  is  to  encourage  the 
giving  of  full  information  to  the  Health  Department  so  that 
friendly  advice  can  be  given  on  the  suitability  of  promises, 
equipment,  and  numbers  to  be  admitted.  And  for  the  health 
visitors  to  co-operate  with  the  organisers  in  default  of  legal 
requirements. 

(d)  Unmarried  Parenthood; 

Without  including  transfers  ^^rhich  may  be  received  from 
the  Registran  General  a.fter  writing  this  section,  there  were  33 
illegitimate  births  during  the  year.  The  services  of  the 
department  wore  requested  in  5 cases  which  vore  admitted  to 
Mother  and  Baby  Homes,  whore  the  County  Council  provided 
financial  assistance.  Of  the  mothers  8 were  between  15  and  19., 
16  were  between  20  and  25.,  and  there  were  9 over  25. 

As  regards  the  disposal,  the  mother  kept  the  baby  in  26  cases; 

•5  were  adopted;  1 was  fostered,  and  1 of  the  mothers  married, 

(q)  Phenvllcotonuria ; 

Reference  has  been  made  in  past  reports  to  this  rare, 
inherited  metabolic  disease  ^^/hich,  if  undiscovered  and  untrec.tcd 
can  give  rise  to  mental  defect.  During  these  five  years  the 
disease  has  been  discovered  on  two  occa,sions  by  health  visitors 
testing  the  urine  of  all  young  babies.  These  children  have  now 
left  the  Division,  but  they  had  made  satisfo.ctory  progress  under 
regulc.r  medical  supervision  and  strict  dietary  control.  No  cases 
wore  discovered  during  the  year. 

(f ) Congenital  Disease  of  the  Him; 

This  is  the  second  example  of  true  preventive  medicine  which 
the  health  visitors  are  undertaking,  by  performing  a simple 
manipulation  called  the  Ortolani  Test  on  all  babies.  No  cases 
were  discovered,  but  if  they  had  been,  special  splinting  started 
in  the  early  weeks  of  life  now  produces  much  better  results  with 
a minimum  of  trouble, 

(g)  Assessment  of  Deafness; 


It  is  now  recognised  that  most  deaf  children  possess  some 
residual  hearing,  and  the  modern  aim  is  to  fit  such  children  v;ith 
hearing  aj.ds  and  give  them  training  as  soon  as  possible,  so  that 
they  nay  learn  to  speak  like  a normal  child.  The  health  visitors 
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havG  been  trained  to  carry  out  screening  tests  on  babies,  and 
to  r efer  any  abnormalities  to  a clinic  doctor  or  consultant, 

(h)  Congenital  Abnormalities; 

The  thalidomide  incident  showed  that  there  was  a 
lack  of  information,  both  nationally  and  regionally,  on  the  early 
recognition  of  congenital  defects.  So  a scheme  has  now  been  put 
Into  operation  whereby  doctors  and  midwives  notify  the  medical 
officer  of  health  of  any  abnormality  appc.rent  at  birth.  This 
excliides  the  majority  of  defects  of  the  heart,  eyes  and  hearing, 
as  well  as  mental  subnormality;  for  the  age  at  which  these  conditions 
become  recognisable  varies.  But  all  these  notifications  go  to 
the  General  Register  Office  where  a central  statistical  r ecord  will 
show  any  trend  towards  particular  defects  which  appear;  and  would 
have  shown  the  limb  deformities  due  to  thalidomide  at  an  early  stage. 
Congenital  malformations  occur  in  about  5 per  cent  of  all  births, 
About  5 per  cent  show  gross  abnormalities,  and  half  of  these  do  not 
survive  the  first  year.  This  gives  soee  idea  of  the  problem, 

5.  HOME  NURSING: 


At  the  end  of  the  year  the  staff  consisted  of  6 home 
nurses,  14  home  nurse/midwives,  and  3 assistant  nurses.  With  this 
staff  it  was  just  possible  to  meet  all  calls,  and  provide  cover  for 
off-duty  and  courses.  But  any  prolonged  period  of  sickness  causes 
difficulties  because  it  has  not  been  possible  to  fill  vacancies  for 
two  relief  nurses  who  should  be  available  for  such  occasions  and  for 
holidays.  With  regard  to  the  attachment  of  nurses  to  general 
practitioners,  there  has  been  a little  progress,  but  it  seems  inevitable 
that  in  the  rural  areas  the  nurses  will  always  work  on  an  area  basis. 
There  will  never  bo  sufficient  trained  staff  to  follow  G,Ps*  who 
may  travel  20  miles  in  one  direction  and  10  or  15  in  another  on  the 
same  day;  crossing  the  tracks  of  perhaps  a dozen  other  G,Ps'  in  the 
course  of  it. 

The  Queen's  Institute  of  District  Nursing  published  a 
report  during  the  year.  It  was  a disturbing  report,  emphasising  the 
waste  which  resulted  from  lack  of  communication  between  doctors  and 
nurses;  and  the  waste  of  hospital  beds  in  retaining  patients  who 
could  be  cared  for  at  home  by  the  district  nurse.  The  report  visualised 
much  home  nursing  being  undertaken  by  enrolled  nurses  and  nursing 
auxiliaries.  This  may  be  necessary,  but  the  value  of  a fully  qualified 
nurse  - with  her  status,  experience,  and  authority  - should  not  be 
under-estimated  in  visiting  the  homes  of  sick,  and  dying  patients, 
and  their  tired  and  anxious  reLatives.  The  visits  undertaken  by  the 
nurses  have  not  shown  much  change  in  recent  years;  although  most  of 
the  home  nurse/midwives  now  undertake  few  confinements;

65  years  or  over.  This  shows  that  most  of  the  nurses  work  is 
amongst  the  chronic  sick  and  very  old, 

6.  HEALTH  VISITING; 


15  qualified  health  visitors  were  in  post  at  the  end  of 
the  yeo.r,  assisted  by  8 nurses  appointed  to  relieve  then  of  certain 
routine  duties,  which  they  have  done  very  succcessfully.  Very  few 
authorities  are  able  to  recruit  sufficient  health  visitors;  and  it  has 
been  estimated  that  a further  5,400  will  be  required  by  1973.  Whether 
these  will  be  forthcoming  for  the  present  nine  months  full  tine  training 
course  is  very  doubtful. 

Traditionally,  these  ladies  are  concerned  with  Child 
Welfare,  School  Health,  and  immunisation.  But  they  now  undertake  an 
increasing  amount  of  Xi/ork  with  the  Aged;  also  the  screening  tests 
for  phenylketonuria,  hip  disease  and  deafness  mentioned  in  Section  4, 

In  the  West  Riding  they  also  supervise  the  Home  Help  Service,  but  it  is 
hoped  that  they  will  be  relieved  of  all  - or  most  - of  this  within  the 
next  twelve  months.  One  health  visitor  has  continued  to  devote  about 
a third  of  her  time  to  liaison  with  the  consultant  in  geriatrics. 

Another,  about  a simLlar  amount  to  the  training  of  student  health  visitors. 
Co-operation  with  the  Chest  Physician  is  ensured  by  the  health  visitors 
taking  his  clinics  on  a rota  basis,  along  with  periodical  case  conferences 
to  discuss  the  progress  of  cases  of  tuberculosis  on  their  districts. 
Reference  has  already  been  made  to  clinics  (also  in  Section  4),  Division  1 
operates  more  than  any  other  in  the  VJest  Riding,  in  the  belief  that  the 
facilities  there,  and  the  services  of  an  experienced  public  health  nurse, 
are  as  important  in  the  rural  areas  as  they  are  elsewhere.  Relations  with 
general  practitioners  vary  from  very  good  to  almost  no  contact. 
Incompatibility  of  temperament  exists  in  every  wallc  of  life,  and  not 
least  in  Medicine  and  Nursing,  But  in  some  areas  co-operation  is  of 
a high  standard,  even  though  it  is  not  officially  labelled  as  an  attachment 
to  a particular  individual  or  group  of  practitioners.

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7.  HOME  HELP  SERVICE; 


In  last  year's  report  it  was  stated  that  since  1949  the 
expenditure  on  this  service  had  increased  to  a greater  extent 
than  on  any  other  service  except  mental  health?  and  that  more  than 
five  tines  as  much  was  being  spent  when  compared  with  1949. 

At  about  the  time  that  was  written  the  Minister  of  Health  issued  a 
Circular  (25/65)  in  which  he  said  that  *'he  regards  the  provision  of 
home  helps  as  a service  which  is  an  important  element  of  community 
care,  and  on  which  the  domiciliary  health  and  welfare  services  as 
a^whole  increasingly  depend  for  their  proper  "functioning".  The 
Circular  wont  on  to  deal  with  the  assessment  of  need,  recruitment 
and  training,  the  expansion  of  "good  neighbour"  schemes,  the  provision 
of  home  help  organisers,  and  charges  with  particular  reference  to 
people  on  national  assistance  and  families  in  special  need. 

Recruitment  continues  to  be  difficult,  particularly  in  the  rural 
areas  where  public  transport  is  inadequate  or  non-existent,  tind  where 
it  is  difficult  to  provide  continuity  of  employment  in  sparsely 
populated  areas.  One  county  is  overcoming  this  problem  by  providing 
home  helps  with  mini -vans  and  cleaning  equipment,  and  it  is  hoped  that 
such  provision  vjill  be  made  available  to  deal  with  identical 
circumstances  in  this  Division.  Consideration  has  been  given  to  the 
employment  of  supervisors,  the  West  Riding  being  one  of  the  few 
authorities  still  using  the  public  health  nursing  staff  for  this 
function.  It  is  hoped  that  the  nurses  will  soon  be  relieved  of 
this  task?  and  that  supervisors  will  be  available  to  check  standards 
of  work  and  time-keeping,  and  to  pay  more  attention  to  the  recruitment 
and  training  of  whole-time  home  helps  now  that  a 40  hour  v;eek  has  been 
introduced.  Statistics  for  the  year  are  given  below,  and  again  show 
what  a lot  of  help  has  been  given  to  the  many  Aged  Persons,  even  if  it 
has  sometimes  fallen  below  the  amount  which  would  have  been  provided 
if  a full  staff  had  been  available  every  vieek.

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  number  of  part-time  home  helps 
employed  was  177.  This  was  the  equivalent  of  49  full-time  helps. 

Cases  attended  s.hpw  a slight  increase  on  the  previous  year?  and  hours 
employed  a small  decrease. 

8.  MEITTAL  HEALTH  SERVICE; 


There  have  been  no  major  changes  in  this  seivice  during 
the  year,  its  aims  being  (a)  to  anticipate  mental  illness  and  prevent 
wherever  possible?  (b)  to  recognise  and  provide  active  treatment  o.t 
an  early  stage,  and  (c)  to  return  the  patient  to  ordinary  life,  with 
support  if  necessary,  as  soon  as  possible. 

The  County  Council  provides  three  mental  welfare  officers 
for  these  purposes,  vho  work  in  close  co-operation  with  the  general 
medical  practitioners,  the  consultant  psychiatrists,  and  the  staffs  of 
four  mental  hospitals,  Tua  of  these  hospitals  are  in  Lancashire,  and  two 
in  Yorkshire,  but  none  within  the  divisional  boundaries. 
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The  officers  are  inevitably  involved  in  a great  deal 
of  travelling,  and  their  combined  mileage  for  the  year  was  almost 
40,000.  Even  at  that  figure  it  was  not  felt  that  visitation  was 
sufficiently  frequent  in  some  cases,  and.it  is  hoped  that  the 
service  will  be  strengthened  by  the  addition  of  another  officer 
in  1967.

But  the  hospital  admissions  in  which  the  mental  welfare  officers  were 
involved  showed  an  .increase.  They  assisted  with  53  Informal 
Admissions,  and  were  responsible  for  45  Compulsory  Admissions, 

The  other  half  of  the  mental  health  problem  is  mental 
subnormality,  and  'the  60  place  Training  Centre  in  the  Keighley  Road  1 
was  described  in  some  detail  in  last  year’s  report.  Also  the  * 

arrangements  made  for  collecting  the  patients  and  bringing  them 
to  the  Centre.  This  Centre  has  had  a very  good  year,  and  the 
standards  achieved  are  a great  credit  to  the  work  of  a dedicated 
staff.  It  was  hoped  that  by  now  a hostel  would  be  available  for 
patients  living  outside  the  collection  areas.  But  the  pl0.ns  had  to 
be  modified  in  various  ways,  and  that  has  caused  delay.  However, 
it  is  satisfactory  to  report  that  this  project  has  not  had  to  be 
abandoned  because  of  present  restrictions  on  spending,  and  it  is 
anticipated  that  building  will  start  on  the  Cawder  Ghyll  site  early  in 
1967, 

This  hostel  will  take  the  younger  subnormals  who  live  in 
inaccessible  places.  It  remains  to  find,  and  hire  or  buy,  a suitable 
building  in  the  northern  part  of  the  Division  for  the  use  of  patients 
in  the  Ingleton-^entham  area.  This  would  replace  the  small  class  which 
has  been  organised  on  three  days  each  week  in  Bent ham  for  several  years, 
past.  Various  possibilities  have  been  explored;  and  discussions  held 
with  the  staff  of  Castleberg  hospital  for  mental  subnormality  at 
Giggle swick.  It  is  hoped  that  these  two  schemes  will  soon  be  in  operation, 
as  the  opportunities  for  employment  of  the  mentally  subnormal  depend  very 
much  on  the  state  of  the  national  economy.  And  at  the  time  of  writing 
it  is  becoming  increasingly  difficult  to  find  jobs  for  them, 

9.  VACCINATION  Aid  IM^JHISATION  i 

This  country  is  free  from  smallpox  - save  on  importation 
from  abroad.  It  is  almost  free  from  diphtheria  and  poliomyelitis. 

It  has  greatly  reduced  the  incidence  of  whooping  cough  and  deaths  from 
tetanus,  A determined  effort  by  parents,  doctors  and  local  health 
authorities  could  now  eliminate  them;  and  probably  measles  too,  if 
the  vaccines  now  available  can  be  improved,  lot  wo  c.ppear  to  be  satisfied 
with  throe  quarters,  or  less,  of  the  level  of  protection  we  could  have 
when  eradication  of  these  diseases  is  at  least  a theoretical  possibility.

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Those  infections  are  being  kept  alive  by  a rdnority  of  defaulters, 
and  because  we  no  longer  have  spectacular  campaigns  with  mass 
immunisation  clinics  - save  perhaps  in  occasional  'polio'  outbreaks, 
there  is  a tendency  for  acceptance  rates  to  drift  downwards;  and 
for  the  clearly  understood  immunisation  programme  to  be  neglected 
when  it  should  be  given  to  every  child,  and  followed  by  immunisation 
against  tuberculosis  at  the  age  of  thirteen. 

Although  the  statistics  for  this  Division  are  v/ell  up  to 
the  county  and  national  overages,  it  follows  that  they  could  be 
improved,  even  when  allowances  are  made  for  the  difficulties 
associated  with  life  in  very  rural  areas.  The  progranmie  which  parents 
are  asked  to  follow  is  in  paragraph  (a)  and  the  results  in  paragraph  (b),

ID.  PREVENTION  OF  ILLNESS  - C/iRE  AI€)  AFIER-C/iRB;  T 

(a)  Health  Education; 

The  divisional  staff  have  continued  to  disseminate 
knowledge  concerning  the  prevention  of  disease  in  the  course 
of  their  duties  in  homes,  schools,  and  clinics.  This  is  most 
effective  at  personal  level.  To  assist  them,  posters,  leaflets, 
film  strips  c.nd  films  have  been  provided.  Although  it  must  be 
admitted  that  mary  of  our  premises  are  unsatisfactory  for  this 
purpose  because  of  limited  accommodation.  At  the  clinics  a 
particular  topic  - e.g. , Diet,  Feet,  Teeth,  Holiday  dangers  has 
been  dealt  with  each  month.  Some  lectures  have  been  given  in 
schools,  and  we  have  joined  in  some  exhibitions.  But  we  have 
never  staged  a health  exhibition  of  our  own,  and  we  have  not 
been  able  to  organise  screening  programmes  for  diabetics,  glaucoma,  i 
high  blood  pressure,  breast  abnormalities,  etc.,  which  a few  * 

compact  County  boroughs  have  done.  In  fact,  mass  radiography  ; 

of  the  chest  and  cytology  for  cancer  of  the  womb  are  all  we  have  L 

been  able  to  offer  so  far.  The  difficulties  of  organising  these  1 

programmes  in  rural  areas  are  immense.  There  is  no  extra  staff 
available,  and  to  divert  staff  in  post  would  moan  leaving  other 
things  undone.  These  may  be  things  for  the  future,  but  for  the  if 
present  the  Ministry  of  Health  is  not  recommending  them  to  health 
authorities  generally,  presumably  because  of  doubts  whether  the 
hospital  service  could  cope  with  a vast  load  of  hitherto  iindiagnosed 
ill-health.  In  the  meantime,  the  mass  communication  media, 
television  in  particular,  should  be  used  far  more  to  instruct 
people  in  healthy  living. 

Smoking  is  a good  example,  for  331  people  have  died  from 
lung  cancer  in  this  Division  in  the  past  ton  years.  In  England  and 
Wales  the  deaths  in  1966  are  expected  to  roach  30,000.  Ten  years  ago 
they  were  20,000  and  twenty  years  ago  10,000.  The  great  majority 
have  been  males,  and  many  have  died  in  middle  life.  Nine  tenths  of 
these  deaths  would  be  prevented  if  people  could  bo  persuaded  to 
stop  smoking  - difficult  for  some  when  £36  million  is  now  being 
spent  on  cigarette  advertising  and  coupon  schemes.  However,  some 
encouragement  came  to  the  health  educators  in  December  when  the 
Tobacco  Research  Council  announced  that  in  1965  people  in  Britain 
smoked  4 per  cent  less  than  in  1964.  This  represents  a fall  in 
cigarette  sales  of  2,400  millions, 

(b)  Care  and  After  Care: 

(i)  Hospital  Discharges  - Co-operation  with  the  hospitals  (acute, 
maternity,  mental  and  long  term  sick)  continues  to  improve. 

In  some  places  it  is  very  good  indeed.  Notification  of  discharges 
of  children  following  investigation,  treatment  or  operation  is  of 
great  value  to  the  School  Health  Department,  and  all  the  consultant 
pa.ediatricians  now  send  us  this  information. 
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(ii)  Convalescont  Hone  Cc?tg  - this  is  now  on  a very  reduced 

scale  as  nost  patients  needing  it  go  straight  fron  hospital, 

(iii)  Night  and  Evening  Helps  - these  have  not  been  provided,  but 
a hone  help  nay  be  authorised  to  include  such  visits  in  her 
hours  of  duty, 

(iv)  Chiropody  Service  - There  is  a we 11 -organised  service  in 
Division  I,,  provided  by  six  Old  People's  Nelfare  Connittees, 
and  nineteen  chiropodists  working  in  their  own  surgeries, 
Doniciliary  treatnent  is  available,  but  this  can  only  be 
authorised  whore  there  is  definite  physical  infirnity*  During 
the  year  the  number  of  treatments  given  was  25,188.  At  the 
end  of  the  year  4,999  patients  were  receiving  treatnent. 

Both  figures  show  an  increase  on  the  previous  year's.  It  is 
a free  service  to  the  elderly,  expectant  mothers  and  the 
physically  handicapped. 

(v)  Laundry  Service  - It  has  not  been  feasible  to  provide  such 
a service  in  this  Division,  but  special  absorbent  pads  for 
incontinent  patients  were  supplied  on  a large  scale, 

(vi)  Special  Training  Hones  are  available  at  York  (The  Elizabeth  Fry) 
and  at  Marple  (Brentwood)  for  mothers  and  children  of  'Problem 
Families'.  One  mother  and  her  two  children  were  admitted  to  York 
in  January,  1967. 

(vii)  Loan  of  Niorsing  Equipment  - The  demand  for  this  service  remains 
at  a high  level  whether  it  be  articles  from  the  stocks  held  by 
Nurses,  the  Health  Office,  or  the  County  Supplies  Department. 

67  individual  articles,  fron  bed  pans  to  special  beds  and  hoists 
for  helpless  patients  are  available, 

11.  UNS/iTISFACTORY  Fii4ILIES; 


During  the  year  74  families  were  discussed  at  the  Co;-ordinating 
Conferences  arranged  by  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer,  and 
attended  by  the  various  officials  concerned  with  their  welfare. 

This  may  seem  a large  number,  and  sor*e  wore  included  only  because 
they  had  rent  arrears.  They  were  not  "Problem  Families"  in 
the  usually  accepted  definition  - i.e.,  - those  whose  habits  and 
ways  of  life  are  imacceptable  to  the  comraunity,  and  are  likely  to 
lead  to  the  neglect  of  their  children  and  the  break-up  of  their 
homes.  Adverse  circumstances  and  personal  inadequacy  combine 
over  the  years  to  bring  about  these  conditions,  particularly  where 
parents  are  of  low  intelligence  or  unstable  in  character  and 
personality.  Life  demands  from  such  people  more  than  they  are 
able  to  give,  and  if  they  constitute  a problem  to  Society, 

Society  constitutes  a problem  to  them.  They  feel  that  everyone  is 
against  them,  and  either  take  refuge  in  apathy  and  indifference 
or  react  with  aggression. 

These  attitudes  and  habits  of  life  may  be  repeated  by 
their  childron  as  they,  in  turn,  grow  to  parenthood.  Particularly 
as  many  come  from  broken  homes  whore  they  are  deprived  of  a happy 
and  secure  childhood.  Social  problems  - often  many  - thus 
continue  from  one  generation  to  another.  Problems  which  are  a 
burden  and  danger  to  these  families  and  to  the  community. 

Many  of  such  families  are  in  constant  danger  of  eviction. 

This  may  well  result  in  loss  of  the  family  home,  which  malces  it 
immeasurably  more  difficult  to  deal  with  family  problems j and  for 
much  greater  total  cost  in  terms  of  both  r^ioney  and  manpower  of 
providing  for  families  without  their  own  homos.  It  was  for  such 
circumstances  that  the  County  Council  devised  a scheme  of  rent 
guarantees  several  years  ago,  and  which  has  had  a considerable 
measure  of  success  in  this  Division.  The  alternative  is  to  provide 
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temporary  accommodation  in  emergency  centres,  short-term  reception 
units,  family  units,  or  rehabilitation  units.  It  has  not  been 
found  necessary  to  provide  faiLiily  units  here  - e.g, , hostels  or 
special  houses.  But  older  houses  have  been  acquired  and  allocated 
to  such  families  by  several  of  the  Councils.  And  over  the  years 
a number  of  mothers  with  children  have  been  sent  for  throe  or  four 
months  training  and  rehabilitation  at  the  Elizabeth  Fry  Hone  at  York 
or  to  Brentwood  at  Marple, 

These  measures,  and  others,  are  described  in  "Homeless 
Families",  Circular  20/66.,  produced  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  Home 
Office,  and  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  in  October, 
which  will  be  discussed  by  the  District  Councils  and  the  County 
Council  early  in  the  New  Year.  The  circular  also  emphasises  the 
co-ordination  of  work  at  field  level.  That  is  the  object  of  our 
many  meetings,  but  those  attending  all  have  their  own  jobs  to 
perform,  and  the  writer  has  held  the  view  for  many  years  that  success 
in  this  difficult  field  is  most  likely  when  persons  or  units  are 
available  to  devote  the  whole  of  their  tirre  to  this  work. 

In  Section  A(3)  mention  was  made  of  Family  Planning 
Clinics  and  developments  likely  to  follow  a recent  circular  from 
the  Ministry  of  Health,  A few  authorities  took  action  in  advance 
of  this,  and  are  already  providing  a doriciliary  service  aimed  at 
helping  those  families  in  the  lowest  social  grades  to  limit  the  size 
of  their  fajnilies.  In  one  city  it  is  claimed  that  the  birth  rate 
a.mongst  problem  families  has  been  reduced  to  one  fifth  of  what  it 
was  before  the  contraceptive  service  started,i  and  at  very  small  cost. 

12.  WBLF/Jffi  OF  THE  AGED ; 

The  illnesses  and  disabilities  of  ageing  loom 
increasingly  large  amongst  the  problems  faced  by  health  and  x>7elfare 
services  in  economically  advanced  countries.  This  is  to  a large 
extent  duo  to  the  progressive  increase  in  social  and  geographical 
mobility  in  industrialised  and  urbanized  societies j with  an  increasing 
proportion  of  aged  people  left  unsupported  by  their  families.  These 
facts  have  to  be  considered  in  relation  to  the  Ai"  per  cent  of  people 
aged  65  years  and  over  acconr.X)dated  at  the  present  time  within  hospitals 
and  welfare  homes  in  this  country.  This  percentage  is  already  straining 
accommodation  to  breaking  point.  And  an  increase  of  even  one  per  cent 
of  people  requiring  such  care  would  cause  serious  embo,rrassment. 

Although  realisation  has  been  long  in  coming,  it  is  now  appreciated 
that  the  only  practicable  solution  is  to  develop  programnes  of  care 
centred  on  community  services  whose  aim  must  be  to  maintain  the  old 
person  within  his  home  environment  by  every  possible  means.  And  to 
integrate  the  services  so  that  the  most  efficient  use  is  made  of  all 
available  facilities. 

The  next  most  important  thing  is  to  ascertain  the  high  rislc 
groups,  and  not  to  delay  admission  to  care  until  a medical  or  social 
emergency  forces  action  to  be  taken. 

In  this  Division  much  progress  has  been  made  towards  those 
ends.  Progress  undreamed  of  even  ten  years  ago.  The  most  obvious 
factor  in  this  has  been  the  appointment  of  a consultant  in  geriatrics 
who,  by  malcing  the  best  use  of  his  beds,  has  abolished  the  waiting 
lists  in  the  hospitals  for  the  long-term.  sick.  And  produced  an  entirely 
new  concept  of  care  of  the  elderly.  Family  doctors  now  know  that 
the  aged  and  ailing  can  be  adr.iitted  within  a day  or  two  - or  imiiodiately 
in  serious  cases.  This  is  in  complete  contrast  to  the  previous 
position  when  waiting  lists  were  long,  and  beds  blocked  for  weeks  and 
months.  But  it  must  now  bo  accepted  that  once  the  aged  person  no 
longer  needs  hospital  treotment,  then  the  community  services  must 
accept  responsibility  for  further  care.  Here  again,  progress  has  been 
made  vjith  special  housing,  wardens  services  of  various  types,  home 
nurses,  homo  helps,  meals-on-wheels,  chiropody,  aids  for  the  disabled, 
and  friendly  visiting.  It  is  adieitted  that  this  care  could  be  improved, 
particularly  in  the  remote  areas  where  some  services  are  difficult  to 
provide.  It  could  be  further  improved  by  giving  the  consultant  in 
geriatrics  an  appointment  in  the  Welfare  Service,  and  control  of  beds 
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in  tho  hostels.  Alternatively,  or  additionally,  by  combining 
the  Health  and  Welfare  Services,  Although  there  are  three 
V/elfare  hostels  in  the  Division  it  v;as  hoped  that  three  more 
would  have  been  provided  by  now,  in  Barnoldswick,  Settle,  and 
Sedbergh.  But  plans  have  had  to  be  deferred  year  after  yearj 
and  1967  is  unlikely  to  produce  any  advance. 

13.  NURSDTG  HOMES; 


The  one  nursing  home  in  the  Division  closed  during 
the  year  when  the  owner  retired.  But  another  one  will  be  opening 
early  in  1967  provided  that  the  inspections  carried  out  under  the 
Nursing  Homes  Act,  I963  provide  the  basis  for  a satisfactory  report 
and  issue  of  licence.

Emergency  calls  are  made  by  dialling  ’*999",  > 
these  calls  being  automatically  connected  to  the  Group  Control  at 
Birkenshaw  headquarters  (Bradford  682211/2D), 
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The  cover  given  is  that  in  general  use,  but 
alterations  may  be  made  depending  on  the  type  of  patient  (e.g, , 
out-patient,  emergency),  the  destination  of  the  patient,  and 
inter-depot  co-ordination  of  calls. 

All  ambulances  are  now  fitted  with  radio  comnmnication 
equipment  and  when  out  on  journeys  may  be  contacted  through  a base 
radio  transmitter  which  is  connected  by  private  telephone  lines  to 
Barnoldswick,  Settle  and  Skipton  Ambulance  Stations,  This  principle 
of  direct  comimmication  between  a driver  and  his  Ambulance  Station 
adds  greatly  to  the  efficiency  of  the  Aj3±»ulance  Service  in  that 
he  can  be  directed  from  place  to  place  without  having  to  return  to 
his  Station,  thus  saving  considerable  time  and  milec-ge.  It  is 
invaluable  in  the  case  of  major  incidents,  and  also  in  the  case 
of  accidents  on  the  road,  as  hospitals  can  be  warned  over  the 
network  to  be  prepared  to  accept  casualties.  This  latter  is  of 
particular  benefit  to  the  seriously  injured, 

A mobile  Mountain  Rescue  Unit  is  hold  at  Settle 
Ambulance  Station  for  use  in  the  more  remote  rural  districts  v;here  it 
would  be  impossible  to  send  a standard  ambulance.  This  vehicle  is 
invaluable  in  periods  of  snow  to  remove  patients  from  remote  farmsteads. 
It  is  fitted  with  additional  special r adio  equipment  for  establishing 
local  comiiTunications  c.nd  linking  to  the  mains  radio  network  from 
isolated  major  incidents  or  pothole  rescues, 

15.  SCHOOL  HEALTH  SERVICES; 

There  are  a large  number  of  schools  in  this  Division, 
many  of  the  more  rural  being  very  small.  The  nurnbers  are  84  Primary, 

12  Secondary,  and  3 Residential,  The  number  of  pupils  attending  is 
almost  11,000.  The  organisation  of  inspection  programmes  for  the 
doctors  and  school  nurses  is,  therefore,  a considerable  administrative 
task.  And  although  routine  weighing  and  measuring  have  been  abandoned 
other  things  have  been  added,  such  as  routine  hearing  tests  at  age  7., 
and  colour  vision  te sting | whilst  head  inspections,  immunisation 
programmes  and  B.C.G,  vaccination  continue  as  heretofore. 

In  the  southern  part  of  the  Division,  Routine 
msdica.1  examinations  are  carried  out  four  times  in  each  child's 
school  career.  In  the  noirthern  part  the  trial  of  selective  examinations 
continues,  as  being  more  valuable  where  the  schools  are  small,  and 
where  there  is  a slower  turn-over  in  teaching  and  health  department 
staffs,  VJhilst  the  physical  defects  are  fewer  more  mothers  and  fathers 
now  seek  advice  about  the  roaring  of  their  children.  In  the  past  they 
were  confident,  even  if  they  vjere  sometimes  mistaken.  How  they  seem 
to  have  lost  confidence,  and  turn  increasingly  to  the  medical  profession 
for  advice  about  their  children's  upbringing  and  deviations  from  what 
is  expected.  These  emotional  and  behavioural  problems  are  time- 
consuming,  for  attention  must  be  given  to  the  whole  child  in  the 
context  of  environment  and  family. 

Clinic  Arran gem-ent s ; 

The  new  premises  in  Skipton  are  proving  a great 
facility  in  the  running  of  a variety  of  clinics.  There  is  a pleasant 
large  waiting  room,  three  consulting  rooms,  weighing  room,  and  lecture 
room.  Child  Uelfare,  Child  Guidance,  Speech  Therapy,  Ophthalmic  and 
Cervical  Cytology  clinics  a.re  conveniently  held,  together  with  health 
education  activities,  ante-natal  relaxation  and  physiotherapy  classes. 
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School  children  are  still  seen  by  appointment 
as  required  at  Child  Welfare  Clinics  because  re-establishment  of 
the  three  school  clinics  has  not  been  considered  necessary. 
Seventeen  electrical  'buzzers’  are  available  at  these  clinics  for 
use  in  the  treatment  of  bedwetting.  The  results  are  very  good. 


Clinics  for  children  with  defective  vision  were 
in  the  hands  of  Dr.  Priestley,  seconded  by  the  Regional  Hospital 
Board.  Clinics  are  held  at  Skipton,  Barnoldswick,  Settle,  Sedbergh, 
Ingleton  and  Clitheroe.  821  children  were  examined  during  the  year. 

The  Child  Guidance  Clinic  has  continued  to  be  open 
on  Fridays  throughout  the  year,  and  Dr.  Stoakley,  Senior  Assistant 
Medical  Officer  is  in  charge.  64  cases  were  referred  diiring  the 
year  of  which  64  actually  attended,  lir,  Mannix,  Educational 
Psychologist,  Mrs.  Smith  and  Mrs.  Smithson,  Psychiatric  Social 
Workers  have  given  valuable  supportive  help. 

Speech  Therapy  Clinics  have  been  on  a part-time 
basis,  and  in  Skipton  only.  But  it  is  hoped  that  Mrs.  Bensted  vjill 
soon  be  able  to  devote  more  time  to  this  service.

The  distribution  of  welfare  foods,  other  than  liquid  milk  is 
the  responsibility  of  the  local  health  authority. 

In  this  Division  they  are  available  at  the  Skipton  and  Settle 
Health  Offices,  at  ten  child  welfare  clinics,  and  through  fourteen 
voluntary  agencies  in  the  more  isolated  villages. 

The  amounts  distributed  xjere  1,663  tins  of  National  Dried  Milk, 
1,245  bottles  of  Cod  Liver  Oil,  1,382  packets  of  Vitamin  tablets,  and 
18,191  bottles  of  orange  juice.  Sales  of  dried  milk,  and  cod 
liver  oil  show  further  falls.  In  general  there  has  been  a considerable 
reduction  in  sales  since  the  \Jcifare  Foods  (Amendment)  Orders  were 
introduced  on  1st  June,  1961,  Under  these  Orders  vitamin  supplements 
are  sold  at  prices  which  cover  their  cost  to  the  Government,  for  the  use 
of  expectant  and  nursing  mothers,  children  up  to  the  ago  of  five  years 
and  one  month,,  and  hand_cappcd  children.  The  costs  at  present  are  -

Liquid  milk  continues  to  be  available  at  the  special  welfare 
price  of  4d  per  pint,  and  National  Dried  Milk  at  2/4d  per  tin  as  an 
alternative.  During  the  last  financial  year,  £2,020,931  was  spent  on 
this  sezrvice  in  England  and  V.'ales,  Recoveries  amounted  to  £1,899,828 
giving  a net  cost  of  £121,103.
